| were all drowned as far as he could tell, 


THE DISASTER ANTICIPATED. 


The railroad operator at Sang Holiow offi- 


cially reports that before dark they were 
- able to count 119 persons clinging to build- 


ings, wreckage, or drowned and floating in 
the current. If this informatuon is to be 
credited the Gamage in the town proper 
must be in the nature of a clean sweep. 

As early as 1 o’clock the alarm wassent 
to Johnstown that there was danger from 
the dam. The railroad officials were notified 


and in a short time began to carry people 
from the town to places of safety on regular 


trains and hastily improvised rescuing trains. 
Superintendent Pitcairn of the Wesvern Di- 
Vision of the Pennsylvania Railroad was on 
his way to South Fork and was notified of 
the impending trouble. 

Superintendent Pitcairn promptly . took 


charge of the railroad end of the work and 


began the double duty of clearing tracks and 
sending all possible aid to those in danger. 
His prompt work and intelligent compre- 
hension of the danger, and his strenuous 
efforts to spread the alarm, no doubt saved 
many lives, , 

In oer to understand the natufe of this 
calamity it is necessary to describe the re- 
spective locations of the reservoir at Johns- 
town. The reservoir lies about eighteen 
miles horthéast of Johnstown, and is 
the site of the oid reservoir, which was one 
of the feeders of the Pennsylvania Canal. 
It is the property of a number 
of wealthy gentiemen in Pittsburg, 
who formed themselves into a company, 
the title of which is the South Fork Fishing 
Club. This sheet of water was formerly 
known as Conemaugh Lake. Itis from 200 
to 300 feet above the level of Jonnstown, 


being in the mouatains. It 1s about two and 


a half miles long and from a mile to a mile 
and a quarter in width, and in some places it 
is 100 feet in depth. It holds more water 
than any other reservoir, natural or arti- 
ficial, in the United States. 

The lake has been quadrupled in size by 
artificial means, and was héld in check by 


‘a dam 700 to 1,000 feet wide. It is 90 feet 


in thickness at the base and the hight 
is 110 feet. The top has a breadth 
of over 2 feet. Recognizing the 
menace which the lake had to the region 
below the South Fork Club had the dam in- 
spected once a month by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad engineer and the investigation 
showed that nothing less than some convul- 
sion of nature would tear the barrier away 
and loosen the weapon of death. 
WHAT CAUSED THE CALAMITY? 

The steady rains of the last forty-eight 
hours increased the volume of water in all 
the small mountain streams, which were 
already swelled by the lesser rains 
earlier in the week. From the  0best 
information obtainable at this time it is evi- 
dent that something in the nature of a cloud- 
burst must have been the culmination of the 
struggle of the water against the embank- 
ment. 

The difficulty of obtaining definite infor- 
mation added tremendously to the excitement 
and apprehension of the people in Pittsburg 
who had relatives and friends at the scene 
of the disaster. Membersof the South Fork 
Club, and among them some of the most emi- 
nent men in the Pittsburg financial and mer- 
cantile world, were in or near Johnstown, 
and several of them were accompanied by 
their wives and their families, There hap- 
pened to be also quite a number of 
residents of Johnstown in Pittsburg, 
and when the newsof the horror Was con- 
tirmed and the railroads builetined the fact 
that no trains would go east tonight the scene 
at Union Depot was profoundly pathetic 
and exciting. But two trains were sent out 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad from the union 
station at Pittsburg, and-tie first of these 
was the special train of the press, but up to 
10:30 o’clock nothing reliable as to the de- 
tails of loss of life or property had been as- 


certained. 
The course of the torrent from the broken 


dam at the footof the lake to Johnstown is 
almost eighteen miles, and, with the excep- 
tion of one point, the water passed through 
a narrow V shaped valley. Four miles below 
the dam lay the Town of South Fork, where 
the South Fork itself empties into the Cone- 
maugh River. The town contained about 
2,000 inhabitants. It has not been heard from, 
but itis said four-fifths of it has been swept 
away. 

Four miles farther down on the Conemaugh 
River, which runs paraliel with the main lire 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, was the Town 
of Mineral Point. It had 800 inhabitants, 90 
per cent of the houses being on a flat and 
close to the river. It seems impossible at this 
time to hope that any of them have escaped. 

Six miles further down was the town of 
Conemaugh, and here alone was therea 
topographical possibility, the spreading of 
the flood andthe breaking of its force. It 
contained 2,500 inhabitants and must be 
almost wholly devastated. 

Woodvale, with 2,000 people, lay a mile be- 
low Conemaugh in the flat, and one mile 
further down were Johnstown and its clus- 
ter of sister towns—Camobria City, Cone- 
maugh Borough, with a total popula- 
tion of 30,000. On made ground 
and svuretched along right at the 
river verge were the immense iron works of 
the Cambria Iron & Steel Company, who have 
$5,000,000 invested in their plant. Besides 
this there are many other large industrial 
establishments on the bank of the river, 
how budly damaged cannot be estimated. 

SOME DETAILS OF THE HORROR. 

Derry, Pa, May 31.—A flood of death 
swept down the Allegbeny Mountains this 
afternoon and tonight almost the 
city of Johnstown is  swim- 
ming about in the rushing, angry tide. 


Dead bodies are floating about in every di-— 


recuon, and almost every piece of movable 
timber is carrying from the doomed city a 
corps 0: humanity, drifting with the raging 
waters God knows where. 

The disaster overtook Johnstown about 6 
o’clock this evening. As the train 
bearing the special correspondents 
sped eastward the reports at each 
stop grew more appalling. At Derry 
a group of railway officials had gathered who 
had come from Bolivar, the end of the pass- 
able portion of the road westward. 
They had seen but a small _por- 


tuon of the awful flood, but enough 
to allow them to imagine the 
rest. Down through the Pack Saddle came 
the rushing waters. The wooded hights of 
the Alleghenies looked down in solemn 


wonder at the scene of the most terrible. 


deseription. 

At 11 p. m. a railroad man said the lass of 
life would reach hundreds, and possibly over 
& thousand. The report of loss of these 
towns above cannot yet be confirmed. 


A DELUGED CITY. 

Johnstown, until overtaken by the disaster, 
Was one of the mast flourishing and prosperous 
manufacturing towns in the State. It had not 
been incorporated as a city, but is still governed 
under a borough charter. Including its 
Prosperous suburbs, which are really a 
part of the town, Johnstown has near- 
ly if not quite 35,000 inhabitants. Its 
Site is picturesque and beautiful. It is situated 
at the confluence of the Conemaugh River and 
Stony Creek, It is well paved, has electric ligats, 
Street cars, and a fine water-works system. It 
contains many handsome business blocks and 
Stylish residences. Besides the Penusylvania 
Railroad, which passes through it, Johns- 
town is the terminus of -the Som- 
erset & Cambria Road, a branch 
of the Baltimore & Ohio. The greatest iron and 
steel manufacturing company in the United 
States, the Cambria Iron Company, has its works 
in Johnstown. Inits numerous blast furnaces, 
Bessemer steel-works, rolling-mills, and mines 
itemploys a force of from 10,009 to 15,000 per- 
sons. Its Johnstown works cover sixty acres, 
with a network of forty miles of railroad track. 
Its mineral product runs into the millions. Half 
the population of Johnstown is dependent, di- 
rectly or indirectly, upon. these works, The 
Cautier Steel Works, under the management of 
the Cambria Company, in the upper part of the 
town, are among the best known in the country. 


ADVICES FROM PHILADELPHIA, 


All Trains on the Pennsylvania Blocked— 
The Rush of Water Unprecedented. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Mav 31.—All the wires 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad west of Wil- 
more, a station on the Pittsburg Division 
twenty-five miles west of Altoona, have been 
down since 8a. m., and consequently the in- 
formation in regard to the break west of that 
place is meagre. Enough has been learned, 
however, to indicate that the rush of water 
is the worst ever known in that section. At 
Broad Street Station the following bulletin 
for the information of travelers was posted 
about 8 o’clock: 

On account of the unprecedented storm pre- 
vailing in the western part ‘of this State the 
lines west of Altoona have been damaged; to 
what extent cannot be ascertained until the 
water subsides. The storm is still raging, and 
it is thought no trains will be run until Sunday. 

The Chicago limited express, which left 
New York at 9 o’clock this morning, the fast 
line, which left there at the same hour, and 
the train which left that city at 8 o’clock last 
night are alliaid up at Altoona. At 10:30 
tonight a dispatch was received by General 
Manager Pugh, dated Wilmore, from the con- 
ductor of the east-bound New York and Chi- 
cago limited, which left Pittsburg at 7 
o’clock this morning, saying the train 
was safe and that all were well 
on board. Mr. Pugh inferred from this 
that the limited -was laid up somewhere 
west of Lillie. The conductor reported that 
the bridge at South Fork was washed away, 
and expressed the opinion that ail the 
bridges between South Fork and Johnstown 
would beswept away. The Chicago and New 
York day express and all other east-bound 
traias are supposed to be laid up between 
Cresson and Pittsburg. 

When Mr. Pugh was shown acopy of the 
press dispatch from Pittsburg announcing 
the breaking of the dam near Johnstown he 
said that this report confirmed a dispatch re- 
ceived from Witmore tonight which said 
that a man had reported to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad operator there that the Soutn Fork 
dam had broken and the water had carried 
away the “coal tipple’ and telegraph 
tower at South Forl: station and also a por- 
tion of an east-bound freight train, The. 
telegraph opeyator who was at the tower 
managed to escape, but several of the train 
hands are reported to have been drdOwned. 

The reservoir . or dam at South Fork, 
which is said to have burst with such terri- 
ble results, is described bya gentleman ac. 
quainted with the locality in whicb it was 
situated to be an immense body of water 
formerly used as a water supply for the oid 
Pennsylvania Canal. It has been 
owned for several years by a number of 
Pittsburg gentlemen, who used it as a fish- 
ing ground. The gentieman who gave this 
information said that if the report of the 
bursting of the dam was true he had no 
doubt that the damage and loss of life were 
fuliy as great as indicated in the dispatches, 

The conductor of the east-bound New York 
limited express, who reported the safety of 
his train, also said that a report had reached 
him of the breaking of the dam. He said 
nothing about the damage caused thereby. 

General Manager Pugh was outof town 
early in the day, and he said tonight that he 
could not understand what was meant when 
he received dispatches announcing damage 
to the tracks at Lillys. 

“Such a thing has never been heard of 
before,’’ said he tonight, *‘ and nothing short 
of a waterspout could have caused such 
damage. Liliys is a little mining town of 
about 300 or 400 inhabitants. For the water 
to rise high enough to obstruct the passage 
of trains is unprecedented. A dispatch 
just received by me _ says. that the 
vater is rushing over the tracks at a hight 
at least five feet above the road-bed, ana 
this, I say, could be brought about by noth- 
ing short of a waterspout. I have no doubt 
if our operator at Sang Hollow said he saw 
the bodies from Johnstown floating down 
the river as reporte@ in the press bulletin 
that it is true, 4s his tower is located right 
on the bauk of the river.”’ 

Dispatches received up to midnight at the 
office of the General Manager of tne Pennsy]- 
vania Railroad indicate that the situation is 
bourly growing worse. The effects of the 
storm are now being felt on the middle divis- 
ion of that road, extending between Harris. 
burg and Altoona, and landslides and wash- 
outs are reported along the line between these 
two places. No traius will be sent out west 
of Harrisburg until the storm abates and the 
extent of the damage can be ascertained. 

A telegram from Pittsburg places the |oca- 
tion of the various east-bound through trains 
as follows: The New York limited, which 
was previously spoken of as being safe, is at 
Wilmore; the Atlantic express, which left 
Pittsburg at 3 o’clock this morning, and ‘the 
seasbore express, which left Johnstown at 
an early hour this morning, are both laid up 
at Portage; the day-express from Chicago 
and the mail-train leaving Pittsburg at 5:30 
this morning are at Conemaugif the foot of 
the western slope of the Allegheny Mount- 
ains; the Philadelphia express, which started

We have had no wire east of Conemaugh since 
noon. We understand that Gonemaugb Town 
and Jobnstown are entirely washed away and 
many lives lost.

The New York limited, east-bound, .which 
isnow at Wilmore, had @ narrow escape 
from destruction. The couductor reports 
that immediately after his train had passed 
over the bridge which spans tHe river at 
South Fork that structure Was..swept away 
by the rushing water. 

General Manager Pugh said at midnight 
that no trains would be allowed to proceed 
until the tracks were cleared away and ren- 
dered entirely safe for travel, Orders have 
been issued for construction trains to be put 
in readiness for work. 

The condition of affairs on the Philadel- 
Dhia & Erie Railroad is almost @s bad ason 
the middle ana Pittsburg divisions of the 
Pennsyivania Road.. The telegraph lines on 
that road between Harrisburg atid Wiiliams- 
port were lost shortly beforé 9 o’clock and no 
information has been receivéd from the latter 
place since that hour. Information received 
early in the evening, howéver, indicates that 
there are washouts and landslides all along 
the line, completely suspendiag travel. 

The tracks west of Johnstown are at some 
points entirely carried away and the roadbed 
gone. The river for some distance above the 
bridge is filled with buildings and drift forty 
feet high, which is on fire and likely to dam- 
age the bridge, which is of stone. The fire 
is beyond control.

THE JUNIATA ON THE RAMPAGE,

Part of Tyrone Under Water—Two Persons 
Drowned—Distress at Clearfield, 

TYRONE, Pa., May 31.—The Juniata River 
has overflowed its banks at this place and 
flooded the entire southern portion of the 
city, causing great. destruction to property 
and the streets. People living in the flooded 
districts had to be removéd f their homes 
in wagons to places of safetyy Al the rail- 
are greatly 
damaged by the floods. The water was never 
known to be so high at this place. At Cur- 
wensville one man was drowned, and at 
Clearfield two young ladies were drownec in 
trying to escape from the tiodded district. 

The Susquehanna River hag overtiowed its 
banks at Clearfield and the @mtire place 1s 
under. water and all means of @scape cut off. 
Many people have gathered in the court- 
house and opera-house as a place of safety. 
This evening itis still rainimg ard and the 
waters rising rapidly. ' 

ALTOONA, Pa., Mav 31.—The highest and 
most destructive flood that has visited this 
place for fifty years occurredtoday. It has 
been raining continuously for the last 
twenty-four hours and rain is still fall- 
ing. The Juniata River is ten feet above 
low water mark and 1s still rising. The lower 
streets of Gaysport, bordering on the river 
bank, are submerged and the water is two 
feet deep on the first floors of the houses 
there. The water rose so rapidly that the 
people had to be removed from the houses in 
boats and wagons. Three railroad tresties 
and a number of bridges over the 
streams have been carried away and 
railroad travel between this place and the 
surrounding towns has been interrupted. 
This afternoon the railroad bridge over 
the river at this place was held in 
place by heavily loaded cars. Property 
of ail kinds was  carrie@ off. The 
truck gardens and grain fields along the 
river were utterly destroyed and the fences 
carried away, The iron foris ws and rofling 
mills at this place and Danecanviile were 
compelied to shut down on account 
of the high water. Keene & Bab- 
céck lost 300,000 brick in the kiln 
ready te vurn, and G. W. Rhodes 350,000 
aud Joseph Hart 15,000. It is estimated that 
the flood has doae over $50,000 damages in 
this vicinity. The fences of the Biair Coun- 
ty Agricultural Society were destroyed. 

HUNTINGDON, Pa., May 31L~--Incessant rain 
here during the last seventy-two hours has 
overfiowed the streams to an unusual degree, 
today’s downpour being the: heaviest known. 
In consequence of the washing away of 
the Hyndman bridge on the Bedfora 
branch of the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the undermrmming of the railroad bridge at 
Mount Dallas, Bedford was today cut off 
intercourse with the outside worid 
and is likely to remain so for several 
days. The rise in the £Paystown 
branch at Everett 1s so great tonight 
as to submerge the principal streets, com- 
pelling many families to desert their dwell- 
ings. The Juniata River here is made 
picturesque with floating outbuildings, 
timber, uprooted trees, and remnants 
of destroyed . farm buildings, with here 
and there carcasses of horses and 
cattle. Ten families in Portstown, a suburb 
of this town, were driven from their homes 
this evening and much of their household 
goods were washed away. The growimg 
grain in the immediate vincinity or Hunting- 
don is nearly all destroyed, and it is feared 
this will be the result all over the county. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., May 31.—Heavy rain 
has been falling here aimost continually 
since yesterday evening. Reports from up 
the river announce a tweive-foot flood near 
Cleartield and high water in Sinnemahoning, 
indicating a bigger flood than that of 1865. 
Lumbermen here are preparing for a flood of 
over twenty feet. : 

The reports at 10 o’clock tonight are alarm- 
ing from points up the river. At Clearfield 
the water is considerably higher than. in 
1865. Two or three bridges have been car- 
ried away and there are fears for the safety 
of the boom at Lock Haven. A large force 
of men are at work on the boom here trying 
to make it secure. The water is expected 
to reach sixteen feet here by morning. It is 
feared that 15,000,000 feet of logs in Loval- 
sock Creek will be lost. It is still raining 
hard here. 

Hakrisspure, Pa, May %1.—This city has 
been in the middle ot a deluge all day long. 
There has been a steady down-pour since be- 
for daylightthis morning, and up to 10 0’clock 
tonight four anda haif inches of rain had 
fallen. Danger of a disastrous flood in 
the Susquehanna Kiver is imminent. 
Paxton Creek, which separates East 
Harrisburg from the main section of the 
city, was a raging torrent tonight and 
is higher now than during the great flood of 
1865. People were taken from their houses 
in Sibletown in boats tonight, and cellars 
along Cameron street are filled with water. 
The storm was stillraging at a late hour, 
and there were grave fears for the safety of 
people on the low lands. Furmaces along the 
river below the city were being banked. 
Steeiton is partially inundated. Passenger 
trains for tne north were canceled tonight 
owing ta reports of high water at Williams- 
port. A landsiide is reported on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad at Rockville, five miles 
west of thiscity. The Allison Hill branch of 
the East Harrisburg Motor line was not in 
operation tonight, owing to a wide break 
near Cameron and Market streets, 


RUSHING WATEKS IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Extensive Damage Done Along the West 
Virginia Central Road, 

Prepmont, W. Va., May 31.—This place has 
been visited with the greatest flood since 
1876. It began raining yesterday and -con- 
tinued until noon, also rained some this aft- 
ernoon. Two hundred families living near 
the river were forced to leave their houses 
and fied to the milis. A child of Mrs. Bell 
feli from a wagon end was reported drowned, 
but afterwards found. Father Weider, 
while rescuing families from Hendrick- 
son Island had @& narrow’. escape.

The damage to property in this town is esti- 
mated at $10,000. The West Virginia Cen- 
tral & Fittsburg Railway is under water be- 
tween here and Cumberland, Md. Two 
bridges have been swept away. Loss on all 
to that road will be $250,000. No trains are 
runuing on the Cumberland & Pennsyl- 
vania Road. Two tresties have been 
Washed away. Loss, $20,000. Nine Balti- 
more & Obio trains are lodged here and 
1,200 emigrants are on the streets. ‘The west- 
ern end of the road has been nnpassable since 
last night, and itis hard to say when travel 
will be resumed. A number of landslides 
have occurred on the road between here and 
Grafton. The loss to tne Baltimore & Ohio 
is heavy, but cannot be estimated at present. 
At 11:30 p. m. the rain had ceased falling, the 
water was subsiding, and no further danger 
was apprehended. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., May 31.—A heavy 
rain began falling here at noon yesterday 
and continued until late last night, whicb 
caused a flood in the tributaries of. the 
Kanawha River. The Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad bridge over Cabin Creek was 
carried away, and booms in Elk and Coal 
Rivérs swept millions of dollars’ worth of 
timber, and lumber, and railroad ties swept 
away.

JOHN JASPER WAS A PROPHET, 


The Richmond Preacher Claims to Have 
Foretold the Storms of Yesterday. 

Ricumonp, Va., May 31.—[Special.|—The 
Rev. John Jasper, the famous colored 
preacher and author of the Jasperian theory 
that ‘‘the sun do move’”’ is by today’s events 
the greatest man in the world. According to 
the opinion of his followers he had a 
dream. which, when he related it to 
the members of his congregation caused con- 
sternation among them. He said that he 
dreamed that seven terrible storms would 
pass over the earth, that the lightning would 
flash, .mutterings of thunder would be 
heard accompanied by storms of wind, rain, 
and hail, producing destruction in the 
land, that on the last day of May wouid be 
the final winding up with thunder, light- 
ning, and a great fall of water, causing the 
waters in the rivers to overflow their Danks 
and ships and steamers would go downin 
the mighty deep, carrying with them hun- 
dreds of souis. 

Today the James River isrising at an al- 
most unprecedently rapid rate. All day long 
a fearful rain and wind storm has prevailed 
and the evening papers have had long ac- 
counts of tornadoes in all sections. Remem- 
bering the prophecy, the negroes here all 
day long have been looking for the events 
foretold, and the literal fulfillment has 
caused immense excitement. 


JERSEY LIQUOR MEN DAZED, 


Forced to Pay Their Unexpired Licenses 
Over Again or Quit the Business. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 29.—It 1s now under- 
stood that all liquor licenses in New Jersey 
were made void by the Werts Liquor law of 
1889, and that from May 20 every dealer whose 
license'is dated before that time has been 
doing an illegal business if he has sold a 
drop. The discovery 1s said to have been 
made by the City Counsel of Newark,,ana 
today an examination of the law by abie 
counselors confirms the dread certainty of 
the conclusion. The Legislature. with a clear 
Democratic majority in both Houses and 
with a Democratic Governor, opened its ses- 
sion with frank acknowledgment that the 
success of the party Was due to the action of 
the brewers in behalf of the Democratic 
candidates. All through the State 
the power of the liquor element 
had been exerted for the _  benetit 
of these nfen, and when they met at the 
State-House in January they proceeded to 
keep their promises as well as they knew 
how. Bills to repeal the Republican law of 
1888 were introduced at once and the strug- 
gie to do everything that the brewers wanted 
was begun. ‘the President of the Sanate, 
Mr. Werts, introduced the bill that was de- 
sired: ex-Gov. Abbett, the counsel of the 
brewers,‘ was in attendance; the brewer 
George Wiedenmayer was himself an Assem- 
blyman; half a dozen other Assemblymen 
distinctly declared that they represented the 
saloonkeepers and brewers of Essex and 
Hudson Counties; two country tavernkeepers 
represented the County of Warren; and Gott- 


fried Krueger, the brewer, was the presid-. 


ing spirit at conferences. The bill wasmade 
law by a party vote, after scenes which were 
declared to be indelibly disgraceful. 
The brewers and saloonkeepers have been 
showing for two months what they have 
ained by the Democratic Legislature. The 
erts act is probably the most stupidly 
drawn enactment that the statute books of 
New Jersey have seen. The reasons are 
sufficient. The complaint of the ,saloonkeep- 
ers that the license of $250 was too high was 
ignored in the first place. Local option was 
repealed, it is true, but the country dealers 
have found that the Legislature inserted a 
species of township option which was not 
much better, in their opinion. These things 
were disappointing enough, but they were 
not biunders, and the blunders are the 
source of complaint. A couple of 
weeks ago it was discovered that by 
a bit. of amazing clumsiness the new 
law forbade sales by the quart by retail 
dealers. The * growler’’ trade is a principal 
part of the business of many dealers and this 
provision crushed them, They said, when 
they hud recovered their breath: “ Then 
we’ll take out two licenses’’; but the courts 
promptly declared that this could not be 
done, for hereagain the act was deficient 
and by blunders in expression had forbidden 
men from doing a retail and wholesale busi- 
ness. Next, it was discovered that all the 
bottlers must take out licenses; that the gro- 
ceries could notselia pint bottle, but must 
sella full quart or over, or none at all, thus 
making the pint bottie of claret or of liquor 
illegal. And so it has gone on, until the final 
crash has come, and all existing licenses not 
granted since May 20 are declared to be void. 
It appears that under the construction of 
the law, which has the support of the re- 
peated precedents in this and other States, 
the repeal of the law of 1888 putan end to all 
licenses granted under it. The repeal was 
absolute, and the provisions of the act of 1558 
that all existing licenses should continue for 
the term for which they were granted was’ 
omitted entirely. The repeal went. into ef- 


. fect May 20. In the cities licenses are grant- 


ed at any time, butin the majority of cases 
they begin to take effect in the spring. How 
many are affected only separate investiga- 
tion will show; but a man who took. out-his 
license May 19 last is evidently in the same 
boat as he who took out his license May 29, 
1888, and has not renewed it. Both will have 
to pay $250 to continue in business under the 
pew act. This means thousands of dollars 
out of the poekets of the brewers, for tney 
pay the licenses of the saioonkeepers. Their 
only escape would be the failuce of the Ex- 
cise boards to enforce the law, and the grand 
juries would go on indicting just the same.

The Emperor of Brazil Presents a Medal to 
a Brave British Sea Captain. 
Baltimore, Md., May 31.—fSpecial.]—A 
letter from Capt. Thomas Robertson of the 
steamer Hankhurd, a Britisfi vessel, details 
the thrilling experience of the master and 


crew while en route from London to Rio 


Janeiro. March 23, whiie in latitude 11° N., 
longitude 27° W., 500 milés south of the 
Island of St. Vincent, dense volumes of 
sinoke came out of the hold. The ventilators 
were at once blocked and holes made in the 
decks. Water and steam were poured into 
these, but the flames seemed to have gotten 
hoid of thé cargo in the lower hold. During 
the next four days the decks were red-hot. 
In the cargo were 700 barrels of oi! tallow. 
The Wind Was too strong to put back to St. 
V incent, and tne Captain steamed on to 
Rio. The Captain writes that had he stopped 
at Pernambuco or Bahia he would have had to 
ground the ship, which might have caused a 
total loss.

No New Sentiment. 

A number of Ben‘amin Franklin’s letters, not 
included in the old collection of his writings, 
have recently been brought to light, and are 
printed in a new edition of his works. One of 
them, addressed from London the 13th of Fep- 
ruary, 1768, to Mr. Thomas Cushing, gives evi- 
dence of the interesting fact that American sym- 
pathy witb Ireland was active as far back as the 
times of our colonial history, years before the 
Veclaration of Independence. In the letter re- 
ferred to Franklin gives his American corre- 
spondent an account of his visit to Ireland, re- 
ferring to the various features of English policy 
in that country, and then he writes these words, 
117 years ago, concerning his bope of political 
codperation between America and Ireland: 

* Before leaving Ireland | must mentign tnat, 
being desirous of seeing the principal Patriots 
there, I staid until the opening of their Parlia- 
ment. I found them disposed to be friends of 
America, in which I endeavored to confirm 
them, with the expectation that our growing 
weight might in time be thrown into the scale, 
and, by joining our interests with others, a more 
equitable treatment from this nation (England) 
might be obtained for them as well as tor us. 
There are many brave spirits among them. 
. . . Their Parliament makes a good, respect- 
able figure, with a number of good speakers in 
both parties, and able men of business.”’

‘PILING UP THE EVIDENCE. 


IMPORTANT FACTS BEING BROUGHT 
OUT IN THE CRONIN CASE, 


One of the Men Who Was Closely Ass@ 
ciated with the Murdered Phyaician’s 
Enemies Turns Informer—A Conference 
at the Office of Supt. Hubbard—A Spe- 
cial Grand Jury Likely to Be Called— 
Betrayers Who Might Have Planzed 
the Conspiracy. ; 


P. O. Sullivan, the iceman, Krank Wood- 
ruff, and ex-Detective Coughlin were ar- 
raigned before Judge Williamson yesterday 
; charged with the murder of Dr. 
Cronin. They were taken into court from 
the jail through the iron passageway and im 
mediately after pleading not guilty were re 
turned to their cells. Few spectators were 
present, and only one of the men, Sulliva 
had an attorney in court. Lawyers Davi 
and Donahoe, who are attending to the ice- 
man’s case, happened to be in court at the 
time trying another case. Mr. David ea- 
tered the stereotyped motion to guash the in- 
dictment, but no date was set for arguments. 
Each of the three prisoners was furnished 
with a copy of the indictment against him. | 

Another of those prolonged and mysterious 
conferences in the Cronin case was held yes- 
terday at the office of the Superintendent of 
Police. Mayor Cregier was Present during 
the three hours that the conference lasted ; 
80 also were Wiiliam J. Hynes, Luther Latiin 
Mills, State’s Attorney Longenecker, and 
Chief Hubbard. When the conference broke 
up at 6 o’clock the participants were 
unusualiy uncommunicative. One of the 
conferreeés said that tne prosecution was mak- 
mg unexpected progress, but that it was ab- 
solutely necessary to maintain the strictest. 
secrecy. It was well known, he said, that 
they had to deal with desperate and resource- 
fulmen. They could not expose their hand. 

But notwithstanding the secrecy of the 
participants -in the afternoon conference 
Tue Trieene is able to say on the most re 
liabie authority that the evidence in the pos- 
session of Messrs. Hynes, Mills, and Longe- 
necker connecting the principals in the 
Cronin murder with the accessories who are 
under arrest and indictment is much 
stronger than is generally believed. And all 
the evidence tends in one direction. 

GIVING IMPORTANT INFORMATION. 

What is more, there is asquealer in the 
camp of the conspirators. He was buta 
poor, weak tool, to be sure, but what he tells 
about the matter is important. It- is in the 
nature of a connecting link, and tends to 
show that Coughlin, the detective, and Sulli- 
van, the iceman, were only connected with 
the murder as mere tools, though to a greater 
extent than himself. This persoa has tfur- 
committee with the mem- 
bership of the group which’ was 
made an instrumentality ‘of the 
conspiracy.

Richard Powers of This City Has a Talk 
with the Toronto Man. 

Richard Powers, ex-President of the Sea- 
man’s Union, returned from New York yes- 
terday and immediately communicated with 
the committee of investigation in the Cronin 
case. He had something interesting to say 
to them. Mr. ‘Powers, who was a warm 
friend of the murdered doctor, toid the com- 
mittee that May 14 he met Bill Starkey in 
New York.

Hall,” said Mr. Powers. ‘* He tried to avoid 
me. I would not haveit. I headed him off 
and he came totime. I -valled a friend, and 
in the presence of the friend I put him some 
pertinent questions. I asked him what 
brought him to New York at that particular 
time. He replied that he was there in 
connection with obtaining a patent 
for a = or bucket he had 
invented. e pointed toa bundie under his 
arm which he said contained the pail. I 
thought persons looking for patcnts usually 
went to Washington. [asked him when he 
left Toronto. He said he left three weeks 
before. Finally he corrected that and said 
he did ‘not leave until sixteen days before. I 
think, suggested Mr. Powers, that Tue 
TRIBUNE has proved that he was in 
Toronto ten days before the  four- 
teenth. I further questioned him about 
his acquaintance with Long, the 
Toronto reporter. Hethrew up toth hands 
and replied: ‘Now, Dick, for Heaven’s 
sake, you don’t suspect me of having . sent

CRONIN COULD NOT HAVE BEEN ASPY. 


His Character Refatesa Most Preposterous 
Allecation—His Aegressive Nature. 

The bllegation that Cronin: was a British 
spy isabsurd. His conduct during his seven 
years’ residence in Chicago indisputably con- 
tradicts such acharge. If he had been a spy 
his constant endeavor would have been to 
conciliate every faction of the Irish 
party, every camp of the se- 
cret societies, to be hand-in-glove 
with the leaders, to elicit confidences from 
every source. Such was the policy of Le 
Caron, and such is necessarily the policy of 
any one whose business is the acquisition of 
secret information. But Crouin was an ag- 
gressive, pugnacious Irishman. Instead of 
making his personality subservient to the 
ends of an employer he threw his personality 
violently into whatever he did. He 
made charges. He backed them up. He 
never went into an organization, secret or 
otherwise, provided it was political, that he 
did not raise a row. He created enemies at 
every move, and kept them. None of his 
fellow natives of Cork County ever acted on 
tne maxim, *“*Whenever you see a head, 
strike it,”’ with more persistence than Cronin. 

It is impossible for such a character 

been a spy. No Government 
have employed him «in that 
capacity. He could not have earned 
his sait at it. The oily, ingratiating Le 
Caron, on the other hand, made no enemies. 
He visited the Irish leaders at their homes. 
There was not a prominent Irishman 
in America a letter of recom- 
mendation from whom he did not carry in 
his pocket. When he appeared on the stand 
before tne Parnell Commission and the news 
of his perfidy reached this countrv every 
{irish leader sustained a shock. They could 
scarcely believe what they read. Le Caron 
had been their friend. There were even 
regrets at the rupture of the pleasant com- 
panionship he had borne them. 

Le Caron was working for pay. Cronin 
struggled and fought for hard-headed prin- 
ciple, mingled, perhaps, with more than an 
average love of notoriety. 

‘**Whether the charge of mm gy riation 
of the society’s money preferred by Dr. Cro- 
nin against the leaders of the Clan-na-Gael 
Was true or not,” said a prominent Irish- 
American yesterday, **l can see how exceed- 
ingly disagreeabie it would be. Even if the 
money 
have been used for purposes which could aot 
be divulged and which would render a pub- 
lic defense impossible. Suppose it were used 
toequip dynamite expeditions to England? 
Such a use could not be pleaied as a public 
defense to a charge of misappropriation. The 
United States could not permit men to 
eujoy its protection who would confess 
to such a violation of international rights. 
Such a confession would enaanger the Liber- 
ty, perhaps the: life, of any one making it. 
It may be, therefore, that the men accused 
by Dr. Cronin are innocent of the charge he 
made and yet withheld from proving it. In 
such a case his persistence in the charge 
would be as strong an incentive on their part 
to ‘rémove’ him as if they feared the charge 
by reason of actual guilt. And they would 
have grounds, however fictitious, for appeal- 
ing to some camp of th@society to ‘remove’ 
him as anenemyof the Irish cause on ac- 
count of his persistency in attemming to 
show how society funds were expended.’’

VIEWING THE PAINTINGS. 


THE ART DEPARTMENT AT THE 
PARIS EXPOSITION, 


3 pe 
Margaret F. Sullivan Gives Her Impres- 
slons—Characteristics of the Various 
Exhibits—The New Viceroy of Ireland— 
The League Books to Be Produced in 
Court—Murder and Suicide by an Irish 
Banker—General Foreign Intelligence. 
Paris, May 31.—A few observations may 
be addea to whut I cabled last Saturday 
about the art department of the exposition. 
In failing to repress the obvious inferiority 
of merely imitative art the management has 
weakened a great exhibit. As a result the 
exhibit has acquired an artificial magnificence 
by the profusion of huge scenic works, many 
of them as large as the itinerant Munkacsys 
and Verestchagins, not possessed of greater 
intrinsic merit, but generally superior 
in purely decorative quality and essen- 
tial dramatic strength. How positively 
these so-called historical and scenic compo- 
sitions dominate the entire exhibit may be 
conjectured from the fact that they are 
nearly half of the whole number of works 
exhibited. Bearing to true art the same re- 
lation that Froude’s historical writings bear 
to history—having in history only the tol- 
erated place of the historical novel in fiction 
—having dimensions without dignity, 
professing veritabieness but lacking 
authenticity, and sacrificing facts 
to the exigencies of group- 
ing, color schemes, and mere effectiveness, 
they arouse the wild admiration of neo- 
phytes and win the applause of those to 
whom color and action apartfrom any higher 
value in point are awesome. Many of the 
works primarily designed only for the deco- 
ration of public edifices are wholly above 
this censure and have not been, probably 
cannot be, surpassed in the accomplishment 
of their end. 

It 18 true that some of the huge canvases 
are devoted to ostensibly sacred or moral 
themes. But. whether great or moderate in 
a superficial measure the religious works are 
not spiritual. They never melt the soul 
nor bend the knee. Even when a Hen- 
ner paints a crucifixion he hangs upon 
the cross a commonplace figure. is 
St. Sebastian is meek but not 
heavenly. There are a dozen crucifixions or 
iustrations of the life of Christ in the 
various nauonal exhibitions. Not one of 
them possesses a spark ot divinity. The 
religious themes are painted exactly in the 
same way as the profane themes, exclusive- 
ly from the objective. Not one indicates by 
the success of the effort that the artist be- 
lieved in his subject or feit for what it repre- 
sents a warmer giow of love than for the hat 
on his dashing cavalier or the wooden shoe 
on the foot of his peasant. 

Mythology still holds captive the sculptors, 
but the painters have preferred to todge 
vheir muse in modern life.. Only thirty-two 
works are on themes drawn from Hellenic or 
Koman literature, and these are generally 
employed with fine effect. The cattle 
painters are rare. The exhibition contains 
no successors to Troyon, while sea and 
mountain no longer command devotees in the 
artot France. ‘here is not one good mount- 
ain study and only thirty-five in which the 
sea is studied for its own charm. In no one 
of these js its grandeur even attempted. 

A striking feature of the exhibition is the 
space given to what has been happily calied 
the journalism of art, the depiction of transi- 
tory but actual episodes that enter into the 
notation of progress. Especially is this to be 
observed in relation to medicine and surgery. 
The anecdotage of the age constitutes also 
favorite material. The life of the time is 
presented with vigor, liicety, and truth, but 
as a rule from toe flippant and vivacious 
way of seeing even the serious. , 

The landscapes are the most numerous 
after the scenic compositions. [hey are as 
arule superbly painted. The treatment of 
hight from the front of the subjecc is the 
principle which has informed every work 
descriptive of nature. The paiuter no longer 
studies nature from within her seclusion, 
That immortal charm pf Italian landscape of 
the highest class, that spell which awoke in 
the breast of Constabie and gave a landscape 
art to England, ana while-the artist lived 
established in spite of national prejudice the 
truest landscape school of France—the prin- 
ciple of insight—has fled from the land- 
scape painting of the day. The new 
principle is outsight. The word is as new as 
the principle, but it is as verinable. Whether 
he paint nature m the rose of the dawn or 
the pcensiveness of twilight, whether he seek 
her face in the passion of noonday or the 
tranquiility of the stars, the French painter 
must have her close to his eyes, he must 
touch her with his hands, his lips mustsweep 
her forehead. He gives us landscapes, there- 
fore, whose feature by the excelience of its 
artisansbip arouses in us more delight than 
the theme itself. We forget the great 
mother in the absorbing talent of her son. 
Facture is.the god of the age. Passivity, 
beautiful indifference of sentiment, stillness 
without repose, or action instant and theatric, 
animate tnese admirable landscapes. ‘Their 
superlativeness wears one’s power ‘of ap- 
preciation to the bone. Hunger and thirst 
for the older school become consuming. One 
crosses the threshold of the gaileries of the 
Louvre to rest one’s spirit in the landscapes 
of Claude Lorraine, a half-dozen of 
whose works possess more than a thou- 
sand ‘* Plein Air’’ achievements. There is 
in the French sculptor more or less of this 
worship of execution; but it is not so despot- 
ic and exclusive as in the painting. Indeed, 
many of the scuiptures are not so noble in 
ideality as they are admirable in design. 
That perfect definition of art, high imagina- 
tion combined with splendid execution, as 
laid down by Philip Gilbert Hamerton, de- 
scribes only in half the art of France. But 
let it be ungrudgtngly declared that itis the 
vital art of the age, and that as imagination 
appears to be dead or in atrance the world 
over, in literature as well as in art, the world 
is beholden to France for nearly all that is 
valuabie in the arts of ‘design as they are 
now practiced. 

Next in uniformity of excellence as well as 
in preserved individualism comes the art of 
Holland. Its influence is seen struggiing 
with that of France in the little group of 
German works, patheticin the meagreness 
of -theirnumber and the suggestion of the 
sauce of their inefficiency as a national rep- 
resentation, but possessing genuine and 
great virtue both in theme and treatment. 
Scandinavian urt shows something of this 
struggie also, but the infiuence of Paris is 
paramount. Fully half the painters whose 
works are in the sections designated 
Bweden, Norway, Denmark,Switzerland, and 
Greece study and paintin Paris. But the art 
ot Holland rises above the influence of the 
French, and while equal in facture is in 
many instances superior in ideality. Belgium 
presents a larger number of works than any 
other foreign country, and while their ex- 
cellence is not so uniform the art of the 
country must be rated fully abreast of that 
of France in variety of subject, while it is 
superior in cattle painting, 

The Engiish exhibit contains the most il- 
lustrious names since the time of Turner. 
But itis difficult te reconcile its landscape 
art with the rich legacy left by that master 
and his compeer. The employment of Con- 
stable in his father’s business—that of a 
miller—no doubt directed his observation, as 
is claimed, to the study of. ciouds, as it was 
his special duty to watch the chances of the 
Windmill. In the days when he was painting 
it might have been said that, given the same 
landscape, the Dutch artist would have made 
the windmill the centre and’ subordinated 
his confposition to it; the Frenchman would 
have made the miller’s daughter the centre 
and introduced acity gallant with seductive 
address and fashionable attire; and the En- 
glish painter would have subordinated the 
windmill and the family to tne beauties of 
the earth and the powers of the air. All this 
is changed. The Dutchman finds themes 
more sauve without sacrificing aught of the 
vigor of his forefathers. Although not their 
equal as a colonist, the Frenchman finds 
interest in landscapes without either wind- 
mills or gallants, and the English landscapist 
of today is yielding involuntarily to the reign 
of the Frenchman and giving back to France 
a larger domain than Napoleon surrendered 
at Waterloo.

Germans Lavish in Their Social Attentions 
: tq the Americans, 
Beruix, May 31.—In addition to the hard 
work whicn the American Commissioners to 
the Samoan conference lay out for them- 
selves each day they are obliged to give up 
considerable time to social duties in the gay 
German Capital, and every night when they 
are not entertaining guests at their rooms at 
the Kaiserhof they are sure to be at some 
dinner givenin their honor by some distin- 
guished resident of Berlin. During 
the last week two notable dinners 
were given for them—the first 
Wednesday by Sir Edward Malet, 


the Edgiish Ambassador, and tho other Fri- 
day night. when Count von Hoistein. one of

the German Secretaries of State, gave a ban- 
quet, which, for menu, wines, and the char- 
acter of its ists, is said never to have been 
equaled in Berlin. The wines were of the 
rarest vintage, and, indeed, most of them 
are unpurchasable now. Among the guests 
were Count Waldersee (Von Moltke’s suc- 
cessor), Count von Wedell, the Emperor’s 
aid ; ilitiam Walter Phelps, Mr. Kasson, 
Count Oelenberg, and many other representa- 
tives of social'and political rank. Count von 
Holstein visited the United States thirty 


,years ago, and was then so kindly received 


by friends of Mr. Phelps that he has been 
mast lavish in his hospitality here to that 
gentleman and his colleagues during their 
stay. - 

The American delegation occupies an en- 
tire floor of tne Kaiserhof Hotel. Each mem- 
ber nas his private bedroom and working 
room adjoining, and in the centre of the 
suite isalarge and handsomely furnished 
room which during the day is used as a re- 
ceptipn-room for formal visitors and in the 
evening as a common dining-room. 

The work-room of each Commissioner is 
besieged day and night by newspaper men 
representing London and American journals, 
but thus far their success in getting news of 
the proceedings of the commission has been 
confined to what they have been able to get 
in the form of indignant denials from the 
German officials. Their method has - been to 
concoct some story which, if, true, would be 
so injurious to German interests that the 
German Commissioners have felt’ compelled 
to deny it, and this denial generally forms 
the basis of voluminous dispatches.

Treland’s new Viceroy, Lawrence Dundas, 
third Eari of Zetiand, and. Baron Dundas in 
the Peerage of the United Kingdom, 
and a Baronet, was born Aug. 16, 
1844. He 1s the eldest son of the 
late John Charles Dundas, fourth son of the 
first Earl and sometime a Liberal member of 
Parliament. His mother, who 1s still living, 
is the daughter of John Talbot of Talbot Hall, 
County Wexford... He was educated at Har- 
row and at Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
was formeriy a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Horse Guards Blue and a Captain in the York- 
shire Hussar Yeoman Cavalry. In 1872 and 
1873 he satin Parliament as a Liberal mem- 
ber for Richmond. In the latter year he suc- 
ceeded to the titles of his uncle, the second 
Earl. He is a Justice of the Peace for North 
Yorkshire, a Deputy Lieutenant for Stirling- 
shire, and Colonel Commandant of the Sixt 
Volunteer Brigade, North Division, Royal 
Artillery. In 1880 he was a lord-in-waiting 
to the Queen. in i871 he marred Lady 
Litian Selina Elizabeth Lumley, daughter of 
the ninth Ear. of Scarborough. He has four 
children—Lord Dufduas, born in 1876; George 
Hemaga Lawrence, born in 1882; Lady Hilda 
Mary, born in 1872, and Lady Maud Frederica 
Elizabeth, born in 1877. The Karlis a mem- 
ber of several London clubs. He owns con- 
siderable property in Yorkshire and Stir- 
lingshire.

Badly Damaged. 

Mount Arr, la., March 31.—[Special.]~— 
There was a heavy frost through this section 
last night. All kinds of vegetables are badiy 
damaged. The worst damage done is to the 
corn. On accountof coid and wet weather 
corn has been growing slowly. Last night’s 
frost will throw it back several weeks. 

Mason City, Ia., May 31.—[Sveciai.]—The 
frost of the last uwo nights is now looked at 
by farmers with serious concern. It has 
been the heaviest frost at this time of year 
in twenty-three years. Corn, potatoes, 
most all garden vegetables are frozen. The 
wheat and oat crop is not seriously damaged. 
Fruit will bea light yield. Some tarmers 
will replant their corn, while others are hop- 
ing that the germ is not injured and that it 
will again spring up and grow. 

Boone, la., May 31.—[Special. ]—Tbis morn- 
ing a sharp frost did a great deal of damage. 
Fruit is seriously injured. 

Des Moryges, la., May 31.—[Special. |—There 
was a heavy trost in Central and North west- 
ern lowa last night. From Calhoun County 
the frost line came nearly to Des Moines, 
doing great damage to all early vegetables 
and fruits. Corn will be set back two weeks. 
Potatoes suffered greatly. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 31.—Between 4 and 
5 o’clock this morning large, heavy, moist 
flakes of snow fell in this city until the 
ground was covered. Trains arriving early 
on the St. Paul Road from the north were 
coverea with snow. The temperature inthis 
city this morning was 338° above zero, 1° 
above freezing. Railroad men report over a 
foot of snow south of Fond du Lac on the 
Northwestern Road. rops have been 
considerably damaged by the late 
frosts. Reports from all parts of the 
State are that the snowfall was fairly 
heavy, with cold, uaseasonable weather. In 
Sauk County small vegetation suffered con- 
siderably. In many localities of the State 
the strawberry crop was ‘completely de- 
stroyed. In the tobacco district of Southern 
Wisconsin the seedling tobacco is coming 
out all right, but all the plants that were set 
have been killed by frost. Small grains and 
fruits are badly damaged in the tier of lake 
shore counties. In the potato counties of 
Central Wisconsin the field potatoes will 
come out all right despite the severe frosts.

THE FAILURE OF ORR BROS. 


Proceedings Before Judge Prendergast Dis- 
close a Strange State of Affairs. © 


The examination by Judge Prendergast } 


into the Orr failure was continued yesterday. 
Orr Bros., who kept a general store at No. 


2989 Archer avénue, failed about April 20 un- 


der somewhat suspicious circumstances. 
The members of the firm are said to be well 
known to the police, having been mixed up 
in the little joke in which a wagon load of 
stolen goods was driven to Lieut. Shea’s 
house. 

William G. Cook was appointed assignee, 
and it was on a petition for his removal that 
the case came up yesterday. May 6 on com- 
plaint of the creditors that the Orrs had 
been acting in a peculiar way around the 
store Judge Prendergast issued an order on 
tne assigvee to keep themout. Yesterday 
Mr. Weigiley, counsel for the creditors, stated 
that this order had been disobeyed and that 
the Orrs had frequently been in the store 
since the issuance of the order. 

Assignee Cook explained that he was 
forced to call them in to aid in checking up 
goods, but he was unable to explain a con- 
siderable falling offin the daily receipts, or 
why five salesmen were kept in employment 
when the total sales for tive weeks amounted 
te less than $500. 

William Baumann, the head clerk, told a pe- 
culiar story of the conduct of the Orrs, and 
swore that they were never in the store ex- 
cept to buy a paper or cigar. He contra- 
dicted himself several times about iuter- 
views with Harry Orr, the senior partner, in 
which he said Orr told him nothing but to 
teli the truth. Judge Prendergast took the 
youth in hand and ied him through a meet- 
ing of the clerks and the Orrs at Lawyer 
Bisbee’s house at Hyde Park, where the good 
deacon told them all to tell only the truth. 
then Mr. Baumann said that two men claim- 
ing to come from Weigiey, Bulkley & Gray’s 
law office had endeavored to bribe him tosa 
that Harry Orr had stolen thousands of dol- 
lars from the store, 

Under close cross-questioning by thé court 
Baumann contradicted himself so often that 
Judge Prendergast said he would send him 
to the Criminal Court for perjury if he were 
sure of his jurisdiction. 

The cashier at Orr’s store, Miss Maggie 
Lappan, further complicated matters by say- 
ing that an emissary of Weigley, Bulkley & 
Gray had attempted to bribe her into telling 
a falsehood about Harry Orr. 

Mr. Weigley called anotber clerk name 
Charles Hornburg and read to him an affida- 
vit bearing his signature in which he said 
that Homer Orr on several occasions took 
from him money which the witness had col- 
lected for groceries. On the last occasion 
both were in the basement and Orr took al- 
most all the money ana told Hornburg to give 
the balance to the assignee, saying that was 
all he had collected. 

The witness acknowledged making the af- 
tidavit, but said Mr. Weigiley had terrified 
him into making the statement. 

Before adjournment Mr. Weigley said that 
there were more goods now in the store than 
when the assignee’s inventory was taken six 
weeks ago, notwithstanding the fact that a 
saie had been going on ever since. He also 
said that beneath a pile of kindhngwood in 
the basement some valuable goods had been 
found. 

No order was entered, but the court said 
he wuuid take up the case this afternoon. 


G. & Wormer & Sons Make an. Assignment. 

G. S. Wormer & Sons, dealers in machin- 
ery in Detroit, Chicago, and St. Louis, made 
a voluntary assignment yesterday to James 
M. Arnold. Deeds of assignment were filed 
simultaneously 1n all threecities. The main 
house is in Detroit, those in Chicago and St. 
Louis being branches. The firm was or- 
ganized over twenty years ago by G. BS. 
Wormer. He has had no connection with it 
for several years, though it still retained his 
name. The firm deait in machinery on com- 
mission. The Chicago house was at Nos. 34 
and 36 West Monroe street. The lhabilities 
of the rm are $57,000, their assets only $12,- 
140.99. The assignment was a surprise to 
the creditors, as the credit of the firm was 
of the highest. The assignment became nec- 
essary by asuccession of several years of 
poor business and the fact that the St. Louis 
house had exceptionally bad luck and was a 
continued drain on the Detroit and Chicago 
houses. The largest creditors of the Chi- 
cago branch are the National Bank of 
America $13,000, the Erie City Iron Works 
of Erie, Pa.. $12.049.78, and G. 8S. Wormer of 
Detroit $11,285.71. There are no preferred 
creditors, and the assignment was made in 
uli three cities at once to enable all creditors 
to share alike.. 

Detroit. Mich., May. 31.—[Special.]—The 
firm of 8S. G. Wormer & Sons, dealers in ma- 
chinery, was one of the oldest and supposedly 
one of the most substantial in Detroit, and 
when it closed its doors today commercial 
circles were greatiy astonished. Gen. 
Wormer retired from active business some 
years ago, ieaving his sons, Clarkson C., 
Fred F., and Theodore K., ip charge. Clark- 
son managed the main house in Detroit, Fred 
was sent to Chicago, and Theodore 
to St. Louis. The failure is attributed 
at the house here to the extravagant 
living and unfertunate speculations of the 
Chicago manager. The St. Louis branch is 
also involved, butthe Detroit house was in 
good shape. Thecreditors are principally 
Eastern machinery manufacturers, the Erie 
City lron Works, Linwood Manufacturing 
Company of New York, and the American 
Bank of Chicago. There are no Detroit 
creditors. The attorney of the firm said to- 
night that the liabilities are about $125,000. 
As to the assets, he said: ‘Until 
such time as the inventories are 
taken it cannot be said. definitely 
as to the sum of the assets. ‘The principal 
portion of the assets, however, are in De- 
I should say ata rougb estimate that 
in Detroit we have about $25,000 or $30,000, 
in Chicago between $10,000 and $12,000, and 
in St. Louis about the same amount as in 
Chicago.”’ 3 

It is expected that the Chicago branch will 
be closed, and the Detroit ana St. Louis con- 
cerns resume business upon some basis. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 31.—Referring to the 
assignment of G. S. ‘Wormer & Sons of Chi- 
cago, Detroit, and St. Louis today, Mr. W. 
Shaw, the representative of Mr. Arnold, the 
Chicago assignee, who was found in charge 
of the store of tne firm here this afternoon, 
said the assertion that the misManagement 
of the St. Louis house was partly the 
cause of the failure was a mistake. He 
added, ** The house here is managed by Mr. 
Wormer himseif. It was paying dil its bills, 
taking care of-its paper, and doing a nice 
The Chicago house is the one 
which will have to close.”” Mr. Shaw could 
not state the liabilities of the firm.

Life-Savers Do Good Work on Stranded

Going to Pieces Near Port Hope—End

ON THE BEACH AT HIGHLAND PARK, 


The Crew of the Laura Miller Have agNar- 
row Escape. 

The small schr Laura Miller drifted ashore at 
Highland Park when the gale was at its hight 
Thursday night. The boat bad arrived off High- 
land Park the day before with a cargo of lumber 
from Whitehail, Mich., to be unloaded at that 
point. The sea was running too-high to make a 
landing and the schooner came to an anchor off 
the piers. As the gaie increased and the sea 
came rolling in to a dangerous hight the boat 
bobbed up and down like a fisherman's cork 


when bites are plenty. 

The Miller’s position became so dangerous that 
people in the town, who momentarily expected 
to see her thrown up on the beach, grew fright- 
ened and telephoned to the life saving crew at 
Evanston. It was a hard pull, but the life-savers 
at last reached the Miller. Capt. Andrew Peter- 
son refused to leave his boat to the mercy of the 
sea, however, and absolutely declined to be 
taken off what promised well to De his coffin. 
The crew remained with him. The deckioad of 
jumber went by the board and the little vessel 
filled with water, but Peterson and bis sailors 
were still bent onsaving ber. 

When night came on the gale increased in 
force. The Captain's family, which resides at 
Highland Park, became frantic, and @ second 
call to the life-savers at Evanston was sent. 
People gathered along the beach, watcning the 
Vessel as best they could through the darkness. 
Towards 10 o'clock the Miller was lifted on a 
tremendous wave and carried with great force on 
the beach, her anchor failing longer to hold her. 
She lanaed with‘n thirty feet of the piers, and 
soon the townspeople had thrown a line to the 
wreck. It was made fast to the Miller, and one 
by one the men were dragged to safety on the 
pier. The life-savers reached the wreck after it 
was too late to be of any assistance. 

Capt. Peterson was none the worse for his 
rough time when he reached town yesterday, and 
he told of his escape without the slightest feel- 
mg Hehad no blame for the Evanston life- 
savers. 

The Laura Miller is owned by S. Anderson of 
Glencoe, and was valued at $1,200. Her cargo of 
65.000 feet of lumber was valued at %00.. There 
was no insurance on either vessel or cargo.

SAVING CREWS FROM THE WRECKS. 


Good Work in Taking Off Sailors from the 
Victor. 

BEACH, Mich., May .31.—[Special.]— 
the schooner Victor went ashore lust 
night the crew seemed to be doomed. The 
waves broke over her from stem to stern, and 
no human being could las} long in the desperate 
Struggle for hfe against wind and sea. The air 
was intensely chilling, too. and it seemed ‘but a 
question of a short time when tbe sailors would 
succumb, 

Capt. Plough and his life-savers brought with 
them the new Lyle gun and breeches-buoy at- 
tachment. . The tirst shot of the line went wide 
of the mark, but on the second shot the line fell 
over the Victor within easy reach of her crew. 
The small line was pulled in with all the eager- 
ness of men grasping at a chance to be saved. 
The heavy iine to which it was ‘attachea was 
soon made fast to the boat’s mgging. Then the 
breeches-buoy Was run out tothe wreck by the 
life-savers. One by one they pliced themselves 
in it and were pulied over the tremendous surf to 
safety on the beach. Five men, one woman, and 
a littie girl were thus rescued. It was the first 
time the beach apparatus had been used here. 

The crews of the Josephine and Eugene were 
taken ashore in the surf boats. 

The Victor is broken in two, and will be a total 
loss. Her steamer, the Porter Chamberlain, bas 
pumped herself out, and is notmuch damaged. 
Their “cargves of lumber, bound for Midland, 
Ont., are insured by P. H. Fleming & Co. of 
Chicago.

THE EE. S. PEASE A TOTAL LOSS, 


Breaking toe Pieces on the Beach Near 
Port Hope—Various Wrecka. 

The steambarge E. S. Pease, reported last 
night in Saginaw Bay, found the beach near Port 
Hope, Michigan. Her crew are safe. Advices to 
Chicago marine insurance men yesterday said 
she was going to pieces and would be ‘a total 
loss. She is insured at Buffalo for $20,000 on an 
Iniand Lioyd’s valuation of $25,000 at an Ale 
rating. Marine men generally condemned the 
boat as absolutely unseaworthy when loaded 
down deep with ore. This was the first storm 
she had encountered sirce being raised and re- 
built. The bad fortune which hung around the 
old hull of the Canadian stmr California appears 
to nave folloWed it with the metamorphosis into 
the American steambarge E.S. Pease. Her loss 
is likely to reopen the oid question of the sea- 
worthiness of rebuilt yessels.

May 31.—[{Special.]—The 
speed developed by the stmrs Owego and Che- 
mung of the Union Steamboat Company (the 
Erie’s Line) and by the Tioga sand Jewett be- 
before the first two were built has induced the 
Erie Railroad to establish a fast all rail-and-lake 
freight service between New York and Chicago. 
Next week what will be called the steamboat 
train, carrying only through merchandise, will be 
put on to make the run from New York to Buffalo 
intwenty-one hours, the intention being to arrive 
here about 4 p. m., making connection with one 
or the Union Line's fast boats. In this way the 
time between New York and Chicago can be cut 
to three and a half days under favorable circum- 
stances, considerable of a saving over regular 
freight trains, 


Grain, Coal, and Ore Freights.

The Civil Service Chronicle finds in the pages of 
Blackstone a passage which it considers emt 
nently descriptive of the American officeholier, 
and more especially of the editorial officeholder 
of the present day. The passage describes the 
ceremony of investiture in the age of feudalism— 
ve Large districts or parcels of land were al- 
lotted by the conquering Generals to the superior 
officers of the army, and by theai dealt out again 
in smaller parcels or ullotments to tne infe- 
rior officers and most deserving soldiers. .. .- 
The condition of holding the lands thus 
given was that the possessor should 
do service faithfully, both at home and in the 
wars. to him by whom they were given,” and, on 
breach of this condition, “ by not performing the 
stipulatea service, or by deserting his lord 
in battle,” the lands reverted to the lord. 
The vassal, upon investiture, took an oath of 
fealty to the lord, and in addition did homage, 
“openly and humbiy kneeling, being ungirt, un- 
covered, and holding up his hands, both together, 
between those of bis lord, who sat before him, 
and there professing that he did become his man 
from that day forth, of life, and limb, and earth- 
iy honor. and then he received a kiss from his 
lord.” Services were free and base. Free serv- 
ice was to pay asum of woney, or serve under 
the lord in war. Base service was to plow: the 
lord’s land, to make his bedge, or carry out his

CLASSING WORSTEDS AS WOOLENS. 


Secretary Windom Affirms the Decision of | 


’ the New York Collector of Customs. | 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,' May 30.—[New York 
Herald. |—Secretary Windom has affirmed 
the decision of the Collector of Customs at 
New York assessing duty at the rate of 35 
cents per pound and 35 per cent ad valorem 
on recent importations by B. Herman Stern- 
bach & Co. ana Ballin, Joseph & Co. of so- 
called worsted coatings, suitings, etc., used 
in the manufacture of men’s and boys’ cloth- 
ing. The Secretary held that, as these arti- 
cles were made in part of wool, it was the 
evident intention of the statute that they 
shouid be assessed for dutv at the rate appli- 
cable for manufactures of wool instead 
of at the lower rate under which they have 
been previously classified as worsted cloths. 

his decision is likely to provoke no little 
controversy. It reverses what has long been 
the practice at the Custom-House and must 
have a far-reaching industrial and commer- 
cial effect. Importers and buyers of wors- 
teds Will insist (hat it is unwarranted by the 
laws of Congress. American manufacturers 
of worsteds will strive to sustain it for their 
own protection. 

The tariff law does not expressly class 
worsteds with woolens. But the Treasury 
Department holds that to tax worsteds as 
wooiens 1s within the intention of Congress. 
It says: “A thing within the intention is 
Within the statute though not within the let- 
ter, and a thing within the letter is not with- 
in the Statute unless within the intention.’’ 
_That rule was not adopted by the, United 
States Circuit Court in construing the Alen 
Contract Labor statute. Judge Wallace 
remarked that Congress clearly had no in- 
tention of classing foreign preachers with 
alien laborers. But hg held that preachers 
must be excludea begduse they came within 
the broad terms of the statute. That is, the 
vermis, not the intention, governed. 

The question at stake 1s too important to 
rest with Secretary Windom’s decision. It 
will go to the United States Supreme Court. 
Not until that tribunal speaks or Congress 
acts will the taw be settled. 

BUILDING UP THE NAVY. 

Secretary Tracy is vigorously pursuing his 
policy, declared at the beginning of his ad- 
miaistration, of pushing to rapid completion 
the vesseis now under. construction or 
authorized to be built. The Puritan was re- 
cently taken to New York to be completed, 
and orders have now been issued to make 
ready the Amphitrite, another uncompleted, 
double turreted monitor lying at the Harian 
& Hollingsworth ship yards at Wilmington, 
Del., to be towed to League Island. She will 
be completed at that navy vard, greatly to 
tne disappointment of the Virginia people, 
who have been endeavoring to have the work 
done at Norfolk, to make good the loss of the 
Puritan.

feal Parpose of the Removal of. Libby 

Prison Explained by President Gunther. 

Richmond Times: Mr. C. F. Gunther of 
Chicago, President of the Libby Prison War 
Museum, chartered under the laws of Iili- 
nois, is in the city, having come here to 
spend a day or two, partly on business and 
partly on pleasure, Talking to a Times re- 
porter in regard to the removal of Libby 
prisop Mr. Gunther said: , 

‘‘ The impression has gone abroad that the 
removal of Libby prison from Richmond to 
Chicago is intended as a kind of btoody-shirt 
exhibition. It .is not so _ intended, 
however, as the intention of the syndi- 
cate is to use itasa receptacle of relics of the 
Civil War. Wedo not propose to have any- 
thing that will cause any animosity between 
the two sections one way or another. Our 
object is to show reiics of the war that will 
be of bistorical interest to the Southern man 
as well as to the Northern man, and we pro- 

ose to exhibit as many Soutnern relics as 
Northern ones, and in this way make the 
museum of National interest, knowing no 
North, no South, no East, no West: We will 
not awaken any more feeling between the 
people of the two sections than is created by 
the publication of war sketches in the Cent- 
ury and other magazines. In fact, as I said be- 
fore, Libby prison will be converted into a 
museum, a receptacie’for relics of+ historical 
interest relating to the late war. The build- 
ing is so well known in history that we think 
it will be a drawing card, as much so as 
some of the most interesting relics we have. 
We have a great many articles which cost us 
thousands of dollars, and they are a wonder- 
ful collection of relics of the civil war.”’ 

“When do you expect to havethe building 
completed in Chicago?’”’ interjected the re- 
porter. 

‘‘We hope to have it completed some tim 
in August.”’ : 

‘‘How about the brick said to have been 
stolen in Kentucky while en route to Chi- 
cago.”’

Medical 
aid was summoned and he was given a keg of 
beer with which to wash the blanket down, and 
at last accounts he was as chipper and frisky as 
a 2-year-old. The doctors claim that it will be 
just as easy for the snake to digest the blanket 
as the live chickens and rabbits, feathers, fur, 
bones, and all, on which he lives.

THE SAMOAN COMMISSION’S AGREEMENT. 

The full abstract of the agreement reached 
by the Samoan Commission, printed in yester- 
day’s TRIBUNE, shows the United States Com- 
missioners secured every concession they 


. were instructed to claim, thus making the con- 


vention a distinct and brilliant victory for 
American diplomacy. It is a long time since 
the United States has asserted a positive and 
definite demand in an international compli- 
cation, but the prompt and satisfactory man- 
ner in which its demand has been conceded 
shows that its influence has not been weak- 
ening meanwhile, and that its rapidly grow- 
ing navy is securing a corresponding in- 
crease of respect abroad. 

The various provisions of the new agree- 
ment really restore the sfatus quo as it ex- 
isted before Germany made her attempt to 
dominate the isiands. The autonomy of the 
islands is fixed. They will be governed by 
their native King and Vice-King, elected by 
themselves as formerly, and by a native 
Legislature, the Upper House of which is to 
be composed of what may be styled the 
Samoan nobility and the Lower House of 
representatives chosen by the people. The 
local Government of Apia will also be purely 
native. The three treaty Powers will have 
no voice in the Goverument except through 
the medium of an Advisory Council, to be 
composed of one representative from each 
country, upon whom the King may cali when- 
ever he is in any doubt as to the policy to be 
pursued, the English member acting as an 
American and German 
members should disagree in their advice. 


To this extent the purely political settile-- 


ment is on the lines favored by ex-Secretary 
Bayard and ftirmiy demanded by Secretary 
Blaine. Still more conspicuously an Ameri- 
can triumph is it that after a stubborn re- 
sistance Germany consents to the rehabilita- 
tion of King Malietoa, which involves the 
stepping down and out of Tamasese, who 
was placed upon the throne by the Germans 
to assist them in carrying out their designs. 
Another important American triumph is the 
success of the Commissioners in inducing 
Germany to reduce its claim for indemnity to 
a merely nominalsum. Upon thisconcession, 
indeed, hinged the most vital conditions of the 
conference, for had the Germans been allowed 
to demand the exorbitant indemnity which 
they claimed at first it would have been 
tantamount to a tax upon the islanders as 
exacting as that which the Egyptian bond- 
hoiders have been levying upon the fellaheen 
and with precisely the same result—namely: 
that in course of time the Germans would 
have been substantially the owners of the 
isiands by a claim which couid not have been 
shaken off.

ely satisfactory. The land court a @own there. 


statutes that brings them within the provis- 


will settle the question of titles and owner- 
ship and break up the swindling system 
which has been practiced fipon the natives 
by designing foreigners. The tariff schedule 
will provide the new Government. with a 
revenue, The prohibition of intoxicating 
liquors anda firearms will tend to promote 
peace and good order. The allotting of coal- 
ing and supply stations to the three treaty 
Powers is accompanied by an enumeration of 


privileges which will enable their naval rep- 


resentatives to live together without fric- 
tion, while at the same time the Samoan sov- 
ereignty over its harbors is not prejudiced. 

By this satisfactory agreement of the three 
Powers all danger of a war between this 
country and Germany has been averted, all 
of our rights-and interests have been pre- 
served, and the Samoans have been protect- 
ed and restored to their possessions. The 
last resuit is almost as important as the other 
two, for these gentle, hospitable, and cour- 
ageous islanders have commended them- 
selves to the sympathy and good will of the 
whole civilized world. From our own Na- 
tional point of view there is every reason to 
be proud of the manner in which the Admin- 
istration has conducted the negotiations and 
of the straightforward way in which it has 
formulated and obtained every demand 
made by it. Itis a most auspicious begin- 
ning of the new foreign policy, and contrasts 
delightfully with the cringing, apologizing, 
vacillating methods of the last four years: 
If this be “‘ jingoism”’ let us have some more 
of it, both at Hayvti and in Behring Sea. 


WHAT THE NORTH WOULD DO. 


The Richmond Dispatch and other journals are 
reviewing the discussion of tne old question of 
the right of State secession. The truth of the 
matter, a» settied by the results of tne late war. 
is this: The Southern States have not the power 
to secede if they wished, but the Northern States 
retain the power, and would exercise it if they 
were taxed for the benefit of other sections as 
the South is. and otherwise threatened and dis- 
peers against like the South.—Atlanta ( 6a.)

But if the Northern States should ever de- 
termine to withdraw from the Union by re- 
sorting to the extreme right of revolution— 
aright which underlies all Governments— 
they would do so openly, honestly, and with- 
out setting up any false pretense. Under 
such circumstances the Northern peopie 
would avow themselves revolutionists and 
rebels, make the appeal to force, and stake 
their “lives, fortunes, and sacred honor ”’ on 
the result of the struggie. They would un- 
derstand that if they failed they could ask 
and expect only the treatment due conquered 
insurgents and that their lives and property 
would depend on the mercy of the victors. 
Morally such a revolt could be justified only 
by the existence of intolerable grievances 
for which peaceable redress could not be ob- 
tained, and for that reason there is not the 
slightest ground to suppese any rebellion 
could take place in the Northern States 
until the Constitution and the agencies of 
the Federal Government were hopelessly 
perverted and corrupted. In that emer- 
gency, however, it would not be difficult to 
imagine a rebellion in the North, but it 
would be an honest one, and the men en- 
gaged in it would announce themselves 
rebeis and revolutionists. The Northern 
States would not pretend they had any con- 
stitutional right to secede from the Union. 
They would set up no reserved rights of se- 
cession. They would not ciaim to be acting 
within their constitutional rights, but 
would concede at the outset that they were 
acting in defiance of the supreme law. They 
would not go into the fight uttering lies 
about the'r contention or cheir relations to 
the Union, but would avow the truth and 
fight itout on that hme until they won and 


The political crime of the South was in en- 


gaging in rebellion under false pretenses of 
} constitutional right and without a single 
grievance to justify such extreme action. No 


right that the Southern people could legally 
claim had been taken away from them nor 
was any such rightin danger. The baliot- 
box was open for the correction of every 
grievance, and when they seceded they con- 


trolled both Houses of Congress and the 
Supreme Court. The Soutn, however, not 


only rebelled without just cause but insisted 


on doing so under lying grounds. The in- 
surgents who made war onthe Union and 


the Constitution denied they were rebels or 
revolutionists and claimed they were only 
“exercising a constitutional right’’! 
deavoring by force to destroy the Constitu- 


tion they claimed to be exercising a right 


that same Constitution secured to them. 


The slaveholders did not dare proclaim the 
truth and declare themselves rebels and rev- 
olutionists, because in that event they could 
not have drawn the non-slaveholding poor 
whites after them, and hence when engaging 


in armed revolt and waging war on the Con- 
stitumon and the Union they falsely pre- 
tended they were not rebels, and claimed 
they were only exercising a constitutional 
right to dismember the Union and destroy 


its Government. The same hypocrisy and 


political dishonesty continue to this day. In- 
stead of admitting they were rebels who 
lost by the fortune of war, and had their 
lives and property spared by the magnanim- 
ity of the Nationalists, the secessionists still 
ciaim with brazen front they were acting 
within the Constitution while the upholders 
of the Union were “ the real traitors.”

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THE CONTROL OF NATIONAL ELECTIONS. 
The New Orleans Zimes- Democrat lays down 

the Poliowing as the Louisiana Democratic 

position on the race question in that State: 


It is the right of the white race in the South to 
control the governments of the Southern States, 
to direct their every department, to shape their 
State, county, or parish legislation, to enact 
their municipal laws. And we are in favor of 
this mghtful power being wielded to the last ex- 
treme by Southern white men. But since we 
possess the power to exercise this control, let us 
do it with magnanimity and forbearance. Let 
us not abuse it by unnecessary oppression or 
uscless violence against the members of a race 
who are willing to recognize our power, who are 
nowhere in rebellion against it, and who have 
become reconciled to the fact thatfor them 
political supremacy is a vain dream, a danger- 
ous delusion, whose realization can never 
come as long as it is opposed to 
white power and white civilization. Under 
this condition race persecution is cruel, 
There is nothing to be gained by such 
cruelty anywhere in the 
Louisiana should avoid it. In our southern tier 
of parishes hes our fertile and famed sugar 
region, with negro laborers peacefully helping to 
till its verdant fields and waiting to reap its rich 
harvests. In our northern parishes a fine cotton 
crop is being cultivated mainly by a peaceable 
negro tenantry, who have abandoned politics and 
are patiently working for their subsistence.

Under such circumstances it is difficult to 
devise any scheme by Congressional action 
which will prevent frauds upon the blacks in 
local elections where there is no deprivation 
of political rights contained in the statutes 
of the State. Who is to prosecute them? 
How is the Federal Government to find the 
guilty parties? How is it to apply the prin- 
ciple of the fourteenth amendment, which 
would cut off the illegal representation? The 
bulldozers would answer that their statutes 
are all right, and that it is for their own 
local courts, not for the Federal courts, to 
enforce State laws. But, conceding this, 
there remains no difficulty in the way of pro- 
tecting the elections of members of Con- 
gress, Presidential Electors, or members of 
State Legisiatures, who are in turn to 
elect United States Senators. The Supreme 
Court has affirmed that Congress has the 
power to control all National elections, 
which carries with it the right to protect 
them from fraud and violence and the right 
of Congress to separate them and place them 
under its control. In pursuance of that 
right Congress will unquestionably place 
these elections under Federal charge, and 
thus protect the rights of all the States; for 
every State—New York as well as Califor- 
nia and Illinois as well as Louisiana—is 1n- 
terested init. What we would like to know 
is what the Times-Democrat thinks of the ne- 
groes as citizens of the United States whose 
rights Congress has the power to protect. 
We know what it thinks of them as citizens 


of Louisiana. Perhaps it has not occurred to | 


the 7.-D. that the people of Illinois have the 
same interest in this question as the people 
of Louisiana and that disfranchisement of 
the negroés strikes directly at them also. 
Would it object to the control of National 
elections by Congress?

On the recommendation of 
the Sjate’s Attorney a new trial was granted 
him on the indictmeut on which he was 
found guilty in 1887. He pleaded guilty and was 
fined $1,000 by the Judge, which is much mild- 
er than the three years’ sentence in the pen- 
itentiary imposed by the jury that heard the 
evidence against him. The fine and costs 
were paid forthwith and McGarigle sal- 
lied out to see the “boys,” those faithful 
friends who have clung to him during his 
months of exile and for some time have been 
busied in fixing up this bargain with the au- 
thorities. Doubtless he will not forget to 
call on Sherift Matson and make his personal 
apologies for the abrupt way in which he 
left Lake View. | 

The State’s Attorney informed the court 
that the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the McDonald case had convinced him it 
would be impossible to convict McGarigle 
were he to catch and try him. This 1s true, 
but his recommendation released the ex- 
Warden from the punishment of exile Which 
he has been suffering for sometime. It has 
restored him, fora small sum, to the society 
of his friends and to life in the only city 
which he thinks worth living in. It is Mce- 
Garigle who has made by the bargain rather 
than the people. The county has gained a 
thousand dollars and aiso a scaly citizen. 

Probably there will be little public ob- 
jection to what has been done. Popular in- 
dignation against one who has done nothing 
worse than to rob a municipality quickly 
cools. Men are not yet firmly convinced 
that it is as wrong to plunder a city 
as itistorob an individual. He who does 
the last of these is a thief; he who does the 
first is a “‘ boodler,”’ which is not as harsh a 
term and does not imply as great a degree 
of criminality. Until the public conscience 
has been educated up to the point that it be- 
lieves he who steals from a county is as 
wicked as he who steals from a private per- 
son it may be expected that “ boodling”’ will 
be forgiven quickly by the crowd, especially 
when it is practiced by a “generous,” 
““whoie-souled,” *‘ big-hearted ’’? man, who is 
pleasant-mannered and tonguey. Therefore 
the majority doubtless wiil say McGarigle 
has “suffered enough.”” In a year or so they 
may even come to speak of him as one who 
was persecuted just because out of his kind- 
ness of heart he helped some of the boys to 
make a little money. McGarigle prowling 
aiong the Canada frontier and looking long- 
ingly across in the direction of his old home 
is @ better object lesson for persons who may 
think of boodling than McGarigle strolling 
at his ease along Chicago streets and helping 
to select Democratic nominees for County 
Commissionerships. 


HOW THE “MORNING NEWS” IS EDITED. 

The feud between the employés of Mr. 
Lawson’s evening paper and the employés of 
his morning papér continues, as may be seen 
from this paragraph printed in the Zvening 
News of yesterday: 

THE TRIBUNE says of the article in yesterday's 
Evening \ews exposing the wretched “ fake ” of 
a breakfast purporting to be given by the Vi- 
comtesse Chandon to Buffale Bill that it is 
** silly,” and asks why itisif this paper doesn’t 
like the news sent out by the Associated Press 
that it doesn’t complain to the general manager, 
William Henry Sinith. The Hvening News is not 
edited with a pitchfork and doesn't nave to pmnt 
everything that comes over the wire. The Fven- 
wng News was nota victim of this canard. “Let 
the galled jade wince, our withers are unwrung.”’ 
We take it that Col. Medill feels pretty sore about 
this little breakfast, wherein Mme. Pork, Baron 
Truffles, and the Marquisof Hundcheese assisted 
in doing honor to Buffalo Bill. By the way, Maj. 
Nixon, in his valuable paper this morning, repro- 
duces the article of yesterday's Avéening ews, for 
once in his life giving the proper credit. We do 
not krow, however, that we think any more of 
ae Nixon than we ‘did the day before yester- 

uy. 

Careful indeed was the writer of the above 
paragraph to qualify the name of his own 
paper with the word Zvening. The Evening 
News is aware that the Morning News printed 
in full the dispatch it complains of. So when 
the afternoon editor says ‘‘the Hvening News 
is not edited with a pitchfork” he says by 
innuendo that the Morning News isedited with 
a pitchfork. When he says “ the Lvening News 
was not a victim of this canard” he directs 
attention to the fact that the Morning News 
was & Victim of it, if it was acanard. When 
he invites the “ galled’ jade” to “ wince”’ he 
has the Morning News in mind as the * galled 
jade’’ that winces. Indeed the whole article 
in the Lvening News, while pretending to be 
aimed at Tue TRIBUNE, was really a “drive” 
at the Jiorning News. What a ridiculous state 
of affairs is that prevailing in the office of the 
headiess concern which used to have an ed- 
itor but has one no longer. Maj. Lawson 
seems to imagine that Mr. Stone is still run- 
ning the morning edition and that it is his 
duty to jump on that ena of his establishment 
at every opportunity. But in so doing he is 
only kicking himself at right for what he has 
done in the morning. As for the Jnter-Ocean 
—that yellow dog under the wagon of. West- 
ern journalism—nobody has any respect for 
its opinion one way or the other. The New 
York Herald, the New York Tribune, the New 
York World, and the New York Sun, supposed 
to be carefully edited papers, especially in the 
matter of foreign news, printed the dispatch 
precisely as the Chicago Morning News and 
Tue Cuicaco Tripune did. All the Cincinnati 
and St. Louis papers printed it. Probably 100 
members of the Associated Press published 
it, ana if it had come in the afternoon report 
instead of in the morning report the Zvening 
News (instead of the Morning News) would 
have stopped the presses to get it in. 


A QUICKER HEARING OF LAWSUITS. 
Following is the full text of the Crafts 
Short Cause Calendar bill, which will go into 
effect July 1: 


Thatitshall be lawful for the plaintiff, his 
agent or attorney, in any suit at law pending in 
any court of record, on filing an affidavit that he 
verily believes the trial of said suit will not oc- 
cupy more than one hour's time, aud upon such 
notice to the defendant, his agent or attorney, 
as the court by rule shall prescribe, to have said 
suit placed upon a trial calendar, to be known as 
the “short cause calendar.”’ 

It shall be the duty of each Judge of a Court of 
Record enguged in the trial of suits on the com- 
mon law docket to set apart and designate at 
least one day in each week during every term of 
court for the trial of suits upon the “ short cause 
calendar,” and such suits shall be tned and dis- 
posed of on said days in the order in which they 
are placed upon such calendar, and such “ short 
cause Calendar" shall be a continuous calendar, 
and suits once placed upon it shall remain there- 
on until disposed of in their order. 

If the trial of any suit which is upon the “short 
Cause calendar’ shall occupy more than one 
hour’s time then the court may in its discretion 
stop the trial, take the case from the jury ana 
continue it, and the suit shall go to the foot of 
the docket and shall not again be placed upon 
the “short. cause calendar’; and the plaintiff 
Shall forthwith pay ali costs incurred to that 
time; and in default of such payment the suit 
shall be dismissed at plaintiff's costs. 

A suit upon the “short cause calendar” may 
be passed or continued for good cause shown, 
the same as other suits, and if so passed or con- 


dar shall be placed upon the “short cause calen- 
dar” it shall be stricken off the lar trial 
calendar and shail not again be Saray thereon, 
except upon notice to the defendant, his agent 
or attorney. 


This law will apply specially to suits on 
contracts. Those which take up the time of 
@ court are for torts damages—and open un- 
settled accounts and dissolved partnerships. 
One of the latter may take two or three days 
or a week, while a dozen of the former may 
be disposed of in one day if once allowed to 
come to trial. In nine out of tenof them 
there is really no defense. The only reason 
for fighting the suit is to gain a year or more 
of time and force the plaintiff to a compro- 
mise. Henceforth after the old cases have 
been disposed of the debtor who does not 
want to pay can only reckon on a delay of 
less than two months 1n the Circuit or Supe- 
rior Court, and can figure out whether it will 
pay him to go to the expense of hiring a law- 
yer for the sake of keeping a creditor out of 
his dues so short a time. As in many 
cases it will not, debtors will often settle 
without going to law, and the amount of liti- 
gation will be lessened to that extent. 

The Judges will doubtless do their best to 
see that the new law is lived up to and that 
the defendant’s lawyer wastes no time. The 
plaintiff’s attorney will not be hkely to. The 
enforcement of the five minute rule in prayer 
meetings and other religious gatherings has 
made those who take part therein talk much 
more rapidly and study condensation than 
when they were allowed to talk to the Al- 
mighty aslong as they could thinkof any- 
thing tosay. The hour limit will have the same 
effectin acourt. A lawyer with his eye on 
the clock will not fall into the crying legal 
sin of prolixity. 

THe Nashville American is much angered 
by Tue TRIBUNE’s statement that the Demo- 
cratic free-traders who led tneir party to de- 
feat last fall are playing second fiddle while 
the Randallites are asserting themselves 
with vigor. It says: | 


The Millses, McMillins, Breckinridges, Car- 
lisles, and Wattersons are still ‘‘on deck,” and 
have shown no disposition to yield the floor or 
abandon the fight. They have not been making 
themselves particularly noisy, but THE TRIBUNE 
may hear enough to-convince it that they have 
not buried the hatchet or washed off their paint, 
if it will listen. They are not the kind of men 
to burn powder for fun, but they are not the kind 
of men to throw down their guns when the scrim- 
mage begins. As to the extreme aggressive- 
ness of the Democratic protectioaists, we have 
noticed nothing unusual or alarming. The 
Randallites will doubtless play their old game 
and scheme their old schemes. 


Tne American, long a protection Demo- 
cratic organ, but which suddenly flopped last 
summer and since then has been devoted to 
the advocacy of extreme free trade, doubt- 
less feels it is peculiarly fitted to decide any 
issue inside the Democratic party between 
the Randallites and the Millsites. It is con- 
vinced the free-traders are ongtop and will 
continue to dominate the Democratic party. 
Doubtless tis 1s true, but the American should 
not conclude that because it went back on 
its protectionist doctrine and hopped ever to 
the free trade element all the Democratic 
protectionists will do likewise. Before the 
American flopped it condemned and repudi- 
ated Mills’ free moonshine whisky,sugar trust, 
sham tariff reform bill and advocated protec- 
tion to American interests. Afterwards it 
had the audacity to claim that the Mills bill, 
with its juggled schedules, its gross sectional 
favoritism, and scandalous discriminations 
in favor of trust monopoly, was a judicious 
measure of tariff reform ana in line with the 
promiges Cleveland and the Democratic 
sion, made. TheWMmerican could do this 
after getting rid of its protectionist editor, 
but it is overconfident now in thinking the 
Democratic protectionists can all be easily 
suppressed or the Democratic organization 
can succeed in capturing the spoils without 
their help.

AFTER pointing out the small trade this 
country has with the Spanish-American na- 
tions a city paper argued that the way to 
revolutionize this trade in our favor was to 
subsidize steamships for carrying letter’. 
Toe TRIBUNE ventured to doubt that this 
plan would accomplish the object, in view of 
the fact that competing European goods 
were offered to the South Americans at 30 to 
40 per cent under the United States prices, 
and it asked the manufacturers to suggest a 
practical plan ot securing the desired trade. 
Our e. c. comments thereon: 


Asking manufacturers fora remedy is a mere 
form. Everybody knows whatthe manufactur- 
ergs want. They want to buy all their material 
at free trade prices and to sell their products at 
protection prices. They want free wool, but are 
opposed to free cloth. They want free iron, but 
are opposed to freciron products. They want 
free lumber, but are opposed to free woodenware. 
Machinery men want free iron and lumber, but 
are opposed to free machinery. The free-traders 
are always playing off the manufacturers against 
the producers of raw materials, and quoting 
what manufacturers say that they could do if 
they could get free wool, free iron, and free Jum- 
ber, or other articles used in manufacturing. 
But they never said that with free raw matenal 
they would give free manufactured products. 

There is no doubt thatif our ship-owners were 
protected against the free trade ships and free 
trade wages for seamen of Europe a profitable, 
large. and increasing commerce could be built 
up with the South American States. But if that 
is not true, and if American industry must be 
placed on a level with that of Europe in order 
to get South American trade, we had better do 
without it. 


This final remark covers the case. It is 
useless to seek foreign markets for our sur- 
plus manufactures while upholding high pro- 
tection for the domestic producer. We can’t 
pay high wages and make goods to compete 
with low wage free trade countries, ana 
there is no use trying to do it. Subsidizing 
steamships will be a mere waste of public 
money.

MR. LONGENECKER’s EXPLANATION, 


He Thinks the Best Interests of the County 
_ Have Been Subserved. 

- Frank Adams came to me four moaths 
ago, said State’s Attorney Longenecker, 

and said that he would jixe to arrange it so 
that McGarigte could come back. I told him 
I would think about it, and after doing so I 
concluded that I would consent if McGarigle 
pleaded guilty ano paid the maximum fine. I 
informed Mr. Adams of this &nd outlined the 
proceedings which have taken piace today. 
Something was said about a jailsentence, but 
Mr. Adams 
ing about McGarigle’s return on such terms. 
He aiso explained: that the bondsmen were 
anxious to have him come back, although he 
claimed they could beat thé jorfeitures. I 
considered the matter carefully, and finally 
I decided that the pest interests of the coun- 
ty would be subserved by allowing McGari- 
ele to plead guilty and pay a fine rather than 
try the case at a great expense. 

“IT also realized that I- had McDonald’s 
case on my bands, and that if I tried him I 
could not convict him, as the witnesses 
against him were scattered.

Adams that he could make no promises one 
way or the other, but would leave it entirely 
with me, as he was confident that 1 would do 
nothing but what was right ana proper. 
Mr. Adams took his chances. Yesterday I 
was notified that McGarigie would probably 
be here today, and that ne wanted to go into 
court right away.’’ 

“Why did you enter a nolle prosequi 
against McDonala?”’ 

“Because McDonald served eighteen 
months in jail, and having compromised with 
McGarigie Idid not see any reason for hop- 
ing that McDonaid wouid plead guilty be- 
cause of the Supreme Court decision re- 
versing the verdictin hiscase. I felt that I 
could néver try and convict McDonald under 
such circumstances,”’ 


INDICTMENT, TRIAL, AND ESCAPE. 


How McGarigle Got from the County Jail 
to Canada—His Kecent Whereabouts. 


William J. McGarigie was indicted March 15, 
1837, for having, with kdward S. McDonald, 
Harry Varnell. and another, conspired to de- 
iraud Cook County to the extent of $100,000, This 
Amount Was not the actual extent of the frauds 
ulleged, but was merely inserted to conform 
to the statute. Two additiona! indictments were 
found charging Warden Varnell of the Insane 
Asylum, McGarigle, and another with conspiracy 
to defraud the county of $10,000 on each indict- 
ment. The charges were based on frauds in pur- 
chasing supplies for the county institutions, 
McGarigle being Warden of the County Hospital. 

The famous “boodle cases’’ which followed 
aroused the widest interest. The trial was 
begun May 2, and three weeks elapsed befure a 
jury was satisfactoniy impaneled. June 19 
McGarigle and McDonaid were found guilty and 
sentenced to three years in the penitentiary. 

Each of these men was. also indicted July 21 
in connection with &@ number of otners on simi- 
lar charges to those set forth in their first indict- 
ments. The case was termed the “omnibus 
trial.”’ 

Pending further proceedings McGarigle was 
confined in jail. Judge Shepard refused to allow 
him bail. 

The night of July 2% the convicted boodler es- 
caped from the custody of Sheriff Matson. 
Garigle lived in a cottage at No. 832 Grace street, 
Lake View. The afternoon of his last day in the 
County Jail McGarigle asked the Sheriff if it 
could not be arranged for him to be taken out to 
his residence for an hour or two that evening. 
He urged that he had agreed to meet John T. 
Dougherty there to fix up certain reports of the 
County Hospital, and also that he wanted to 
change his clothes. He had arranged also for a 
meeting with State’s Attorney Grinneli, but the 
latter had sent word that he wouid be unable to 
fulfill his engagement. 

Sheriff Matson finally consented to oblige Mc- 
Garigle, and drove around to the jail between 8 
and 9 o'clock Saturday evening. He took the 
prisoner in his buggy and drove him to his 
residence. A few words were exchanged with a 
couple of hospital employes on the front steps, 
and then the Sheriff and his prisoner walked 
into the house. McGarigle greeted his family 
affectionately, and presently went up-stairs. 
Then he returned, sat downin the front parlor 
with the Sheriff, and inquired of one of the bhos- 
pital employés why Dougher~y hadn't come. The 
reply was he couldn't find him. Then McGarigie 
took some papers from his pocketand looked 
them over with an air of great abstraction. 
After a few minutes he said hoa believed he want- 
ed a bath, and went into a bath-room in the rear 
ofa parior bedroom. The door was closed, a 
servant brought down-stairs some clean linen, 
the Sheriff heard the water turned on, and all 
was still. 

Sheriff’ Matson sat for twenty minutes con- 
versing with the young men from the hospital. 
Then he beganto grow suspicious that some- 
thing was wrongand sent word to McGarigle 
that he was waiting for him. Receiving no 
answer, he opened the bath-room door. The 
place was empty! McGarigie had flown. Search 
about the house was instituted, but nothing was 
found of the missing man. Sheriff Matson drove 
hurriedly back to the city; the police were noti- 
fied, but without avail. It was days before the 
slightest clew was obtained concerning his where- 
abouts. : 

It was at last discovered, through the efforts o 
TRIBUNE reporters, that he had sailed in the 
schooner Edward Blake, the vessel putting 
out in a heavy sea Saturday night from the North 
Pier, after having cleared in the afternoon. 
Despite all the efforts of officers to lay hands on 
McGarigle before he could touch Canadian 
ground he landed at Sarnia July 31. having been 
transferred from the Blake to the George A. 
Marsh. THE TRIBUNE published an account of 
the escape in detatl Aug. 1. From Sarnia Mc- 
Garigle drove to St. Catharines, where be had 
friends. Here he appeared without any attempt 
to conceal his identity. 

Several attempts were made to arrest Mc- 
Garigie by the renewal of old charges, but noth- 
ing ever resulted from them. 

For some time McGarigie has been living at 
Banff, in the Northwest Territory. A long in- 
terview with the ex-Werden was publishedgin 
THE TRIBUNE in February. 


MecGarigle’s Father Surprised. 

Mitwavukes, Wis., May 31.—[Special.]— 
Justice George A. McGarigle said today that 
the news of his son’s going to Chicago and 
giving himself up was 4 complete surprise to 
him. “I received a letter from him only yes- 
terday,” Mr. McGarigle remarked. “It con- 
tained no intimation that William intended 
taking sgch an important step.”’

New York, May 31.—[Special. |—Columbus 
R. Cummings, President of the Union Na- 
tronal Bank of Chicago, and ex-President of 
the Nickel-Piate and several other railroads, 
was fate this afternoon served by the Supreme 
Court with complaints charging him with 
refusing to pay to the Lafeyette Car Works 
and to Benjamin F. Marten money due them, 
umounting in all to $16,100.

Henry Daily Jr., states that ine 10th of Sep- 
tember, 1583, Cummings requested it, through 
its President, to buy for him from one of the 
then stockhoiders 200 shares of the capital 
stock of the company at $62.50 per share, 
This was done, so says the complaint, and 
the stock delivered. Since that time it is al- 
leged chat Cummings has never paid any of 
the $12,500 which he owes to the company. 
The company therefore demands judgment 
against Cummings for the $12,500 which it is 
claimed is due 1t and interest thereon to date. 

Friends of the Lafayette Car Works ciaim 
that there is a clear case against Cummings 
and that they will undoubtedly win their 
suit. The proceedings are of special interest 
from the fact that Mr. Cummings has until 
recently taken an active purt in railroad 
circles. bs

NO MORE STOCK QUOTATIONS. 


Excitement in Speculative Circles Over the 
Action of the Stock Exchange. 

New York, May 31. — |Special. |—Wall 
street is, or ought to be, moderateiy used to 
surprises by this time, but one was sprung 
upon it today so suddenly that it temporarily 
dumfounded the heraes of many panics and 
threw them completely off their balance. 
‘ There’il be no more tickers until the Stock 
Exchange gets ready to give tuem to us,” 
was the exclamation of one of these veterans 
when he heard the announcement made by 
Vice-President Morie that the exchange had 
decided not to renew the contracts which ex- 
pired yesterday afternoon with either the Gold 
& Stock or the Commercial Telegram Comm- 
pany, the agencies through which the largest 
operators, as well as the humbiest patrons of 
the bucket-shops, have for years derived 
their speculative inspiration. 

The news spread like wildfire through 
Wall street and the thoroughfares surrouna- 
ing, and many brokers and their customers, 
who usually leave the street promptly upon 
the stroke of 3, remained in their offices dis- 
cussing it for an hour or more. On New 
street crowds gathered just as they did when 


gold was making rapid and spasmodic jumps, 


and their only theme of discussion was tne 
ticker. 

There were some conservative members of 
the exchange who thought that the blow was 
aimed at the bucket shops only, and that 
it was the only means by which tne 
exchange could rid the community 
of those nuisances. There were others 
who regard it as a menace to the rival 
exchange, the Consolidated, and gloried in 
the thought, forgetting that that body would 
leave no means untried to keep open its ave- 
nues of informatior, regardless of the tickers. 

Four years ago the Governors attempted to 
throw out the Commercial Company’s tickers 
and leave the Gold and Stock in exclusive 
possession of the field for gathering and 
disseminating quotations. But the 
Commercial Company through 
counsel, Col. Robert G. Inger- 
soll, obtained an injunction and fought the 
matter in the courts, until recently a decis- 
ion was obtained from Judge Andrews that 
the exchange must afford the Commercial 
the same facilities given the Gold and Stock. 

It was given out last nigatin certain quar- 
ters that the Governors had obtained an op- 
tion for the purchase of the entire outfit of 
one of these companies and would Mon- 
day begin to send out the quotations on their 
own account. lt is shrewdly reported that 
the company in question is the Goid & Stock. 
A prominent Governor, however, asserted 
that his associates had not gone so far. 

Vice-President Morse said last evening: 
“Weare simply trying thisas a business 
experiment.’’ Another Governor, who re- 
fused to permit hisname to be mentionea, 
said that if neither of the existing ticker 
plants shoulda be purchased it would be easy 
to obtain control of the new and improved 
ticker patent and establish their own lines. 

On the Consolidated Exchange the feeling 
was one of elation rather than of depres- 
sion. Vice-President Tack said that the 
action of the exchange was simply a dodge 
to get around Judge Andrews’ decision which 
gave the Commercial Company an equal 
standing on the floor of the exchange. 

*¥ou can depend upon it,” he added 
“that we will have the quotations tomorrow. 
tickers or no tickers. We have a ticker Line 
of our own and this move on the part of the 
Stock Hxchange is likely to boom its stock.”

Farther Evidences of Fraud in the Custom 
House Civil Service Kxaminations.

MACON’S MERKY MINSTRELS, 


The Genuine Original Negro Minstrels Said 
to Have Organized There. 

Macon, Ga., May 28.—The first company of 
genuine negro minstrels ever Organized in the 
world was organized in Macon, and not more 
than a half dozen of that company are living 
today—one in New York, one in Philadelphia, 


and three or four in Macon. 

In tne latter days of the war there was but 
little to amuse us. Edmond R. Dalton and 
John A. Davis had acompany on the road 
and so did W. H. Crisp, but they were so 
much in demand in the South that they were 
kept on the run ali the time. John Tempile- 
ton, with Alice and Isabel Vane (Fay was not 
born until after the war), paid occasional 
visits, but they were always short ones. In 
spite of the stirring times the people wanted 
amusement. There were regiments of 
soldiers scattered around Macon, and each 
man had a sweetheart, and these would 
make up a good audience at any time, even if 
a single ticket sold at 5. 

To fill the aching void some of the town 
boys gathered together the colored musicians 
of the city and gave performances in a con- 
cert hall. The performers were natural born 
musicians, and by reason of being of a high 
grade of slavery, the majority of them trusted 
servants about poker rooms and club rooms, 
they had ample time for practice and were 
encouraged by their owners. 

AFTER THE WAR. 

Just after the war ended, when the people 
began settliag down to the new life, the scat- 
tered minstrels, now as free as air, were 
gathered together again. W. H. Lee dropped 
into Macon with Gen. Wilson, ana when 
he heara of the extraordinary talent of 
Macon’s darky muinstreis it did not take his 
Yankee shrewdness long to corral them. He 
found a ready partner in George W. Simpson, 
now holding a position, so I understana, on 
the Philadeipna JLedger. Simpson was 
a printer, and had worked in Macon 
for several years. How he kept out 
of the army I do not. know, 
as every available man had to go. He wasa 
fine talker, and when Lee proposed to organ- 
ize the troupe and take it abroad the plan 
suited Simpson admirably. With a personal 
acquaintance with every member of the now 
disbanded company it required only a promise 
of an opportunity to travel to make any con- 
tract with him that was desired. They had 
never seen the outside world, and now that 
the shackles had been stricken off and tney 
were as good as anybody they were only too 
glad to go. 

WITH A PROVOST MARSHAL’S AID. 

For several weeks Lee bad the company in 
training. He had long experience in min- 
strelsy, and in having apt scholars the com 
pany came out from rehearsal full fledged 
minstrels. The opening night was tixed for 
July 4, 1865. At that time a Provost. Marshal 
presided over the destinies of the people 
here, and it was necessary to obtain his per- 
mission to ‘perform. So glib were the 
tongues of Lee and Simpson that they not 
only secured the Marshal’s consent, but a 
detail from the military to preserve order. 

Here is a copy of the first bill, which was 
printed on one of Wilison’s army presses:

Joe 
Clayton, a banjoist, remained in New York, 
and I hear of him now as a wealthy 
restaurant keeper. Hisson, born since his 
residence there, is with Pat Gilmore, ana has 
charge of the band’s music. Those who are 
here are Austin Brighthaupt and George and 
Albert Slaughter. The latter is a hotel 
waiter, and often sighs for tne wealth he 
threw away while singing to the Londoners.

The receipts from customs taxes last year 
amounted to about $219,000,000 and from internal 
revenue to about #124,000,000—a total of 
$343,000,000. If the disbursements for gen- 
eral purposes—and these do not include 
those for the reduction of the public depbt— 
shouid not increase at all in the next decade and 
the present rate of increase in tne disburse- 
ments for pensions should be maintained, there 
would be a call for $70,000,000 More than the pres- 
ent revenue affords. It naturally follows that if 
the expenditures for pensions increase at such a 
pace as that set by the new Commissioner there 
must be no cutting down of the revenue. This 
seems a strange statement in view of the state- 
ments that have been made Concerning the inju- 
rious existence of the -urplus. 

Now, while there can be no honest objection to 
granting deserving veterans of the late war pub- 
lic support and without questioning the proprie- 
ty of the present Pension Commissioner's poiicy, 
itis evident that the people must pay not only 
as heavy taxes as they are now paying but heav- 
ier. Within the next ten years there will neces- 
sarily be a great change in the popular policy of 
the Government. The pension roil will nave to 
be made strictly a roll of honor, which will in- 
clude the suppression of Corporal Tanner (re- 
cent Pension Ageat) and his like, or the Repub- 
lican party will have to change its policy,

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were dull yester- 
day, but averaged stronger, though not much so. 
The reports of e¢old weather over a large part of 
the West naturally tended to cause an advance 
in prices of the cereals, but there was not sufficient 
support from outside to permit a substantial rise 
in prices which could be sustained. News of 
snow-storms in Michigan and Indiana, with kill- 
ing frosts in lowaane@ the northwestern part of 
this State, Was not exactly received with in- 
credulity, but it Was only half believed. It was 
thought by some that the effects would prove to 
be especially disastrous in the northern part of 
the corn belt, but others argued that it is not too 
late for replanting, and that, therefore, no real 
damage has been done that cannot be repaired. 

Some of the older men on the board remarked 
that they had several timesin their earlier his- 
tory seen equally unfavorable weather ubout 
this time of the year, and that the crops did not 
seem to suffer much by it. To this it was re- 
plied that at tne times referred to the area under 
cultivation in the United States did not extend 
80 far north as it does now by several hundred 
miles. This met with a counter rejoinder to the 
effect that the cold wave seems to have been 
timited to a belt which practically left Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas untouched, and they point- 
ed to the blizzard of March last year as a nearly 
parallel case, though that dipped further north 
than did the present frost line. 

Cables reported less favorabic conditions for 
wheat in Russia, which might cause firmness in 
prices. Buta private message hinted at the de- 
cline in the gold price of the ruble asa probable 
cause of lower figures for wheat. From these 
arguments on both sides of the question operat- 
ors must choose for themselves, or leave the 
question @n open one so far as they are con- 
cerned. 

Anold member of the board was asked if he 
could account for the continued duliness on 
‘Change in the face of several reasons for greater 
activity in trading in the grain pits. He replied 
that the outside is sending in little business just 
now, part of what it does send is bucket-shopped 
in the offices of the firms that receive it, and Hutch- 
inson is practically bucket-shopping the trades 
of the local scalping element. He thought this 
Was reason enough. But the gentleman is one of 
the cynics of the olden time, who do not take 
kindly to modern methods of trading, and that 
fact may be responsible for the causticity of the 
views as well as some injustice in his remarks. 

A sample of No.3 red winter wheat, drawn 
from a “regular” bin in this City, Was sent to 
New York, and the recipient sent a bid of 8ic for 
20,000 bu of it, c. 1. f. in that market. The cur- 
rent quotation in New York for No. 2 red winter 
wheat that is reguiar there was 51@81lkc, being 
substantially the same as was bid for wheat that 
is nominally a grade lower. 

The relative weakness in cash wheat here was 
ascribed to the pressure of some May wheat on 
the market. It had been heid almost to the last 
moment, with the result that some holders prac- 
tically paid Ygc to have it carried over till today. 
The difference measures the cost of ten days’ 
storage.

The Report on Worthy Grand Lodge Sys- 
tem Gives Rise to Mach Discussion. 

E. R. Hutchins of Iowa and Annie J. Weich- 

man of Pennsylvania, of the Auditing Commit- 

tee of the Gooa Templar Grand Lodge, opened 


yesterday's session of the lodge in the First | 


Methodist Church Block with a report on the 
tinances of the order. They recommended that 
in the future the disbursement of all moneys 
snould be py the warrant system. The report 
of the special committee on Worthy Grand lodges 
as presented by Delegate Scott of Nebraska was 
the principal business .of the day. The com- 
miittee said that while the petitions asking 
fora Worthy Grand Lodge charter of Nortn 
America were not sufficient to warrant granting 
the same, yet the request had been signed by so 
large a proportion of grand lodges, representing, 
as it did, 100,000 Good Templars, that it was a 
subject which demanded the most careful atten- 
tion and consideration. The committee ex 
pressed the opinion that as at present consti- 
tuted the Worthy Grana Lodge system had 
proved a failure, and they presented a series of 
recommendations, with special proviso that un- 
less the scheme should be adopted in whole no 
Worthy Grand Lodge system should be at- 
tempted, but that all the preseme needs should 
be met by revised legislation conferring in 
creased powers on tne Grand Lodge. 

The scheme was detailed ut length affirmative- 
ly by Delegates Abbott, Massachusetis; White, 
Ohio; Miller, Virginia; Palmer, Nebraska; 
Schreiner, South Africa; Chester, New York; 
Webb. India; Stuart, South Africa; Collins. New

Died from Morphine. 

Nellie Sullivan, aged 19, died yesterday from 
the-effects of a dose of morphine. John Bell, the 
man with whom she has been living, also took a 
quantity of the poison and was with difficulty 
saved from death. 

Nellie Sullivan, the dead women, James Bel, 
his brother John, the latter's wife, a sister of the 
dead woman, and Annie Korter and Frank Gard- 
ner, ail lived in the same house at No, 441 Fifty- 
first street. Thursday night the Sullivan 
woman*and her sister, Mrs. Bell, quarreled 
about some trivial matter and the former 
left the house, returning shortly after quite in- 
toxicated, She sent Gardnertothe drug store 
at che cornerof Wentworth avenue ana Fifty- 
first stre2t for some morphine. He returned 
with a bottle of the drug, and the Sullivan wom- 
an took a large dose of itin the presence of the 
others. Bell complained of feeling bad, and at 
her solicitation also took a quantity of the 
poison. About midnight Miss Korter awoke and 
discovered that Nellie Sullivan was 
rigid and cold, The men were 
awakened and a hysician sent for, 
but the woman was de when he reached the 
house. It was then discovered that Bel! was un- 
conscious and unable to move. After working 
on him the rest of the night the doctor pro- 
nounced him out of danger. 

An inquest was held in the afternoon ard a 
verdict returned that the deceased came to her 
death by an overdose of morphine, taken by her- 
self to relieve pain. 


Anxious to Have a Picnic, 

John Palm and five other members of the Town 
of Lake Bowling Club filed a petition in Judge 
Tuley’s court yesterday asking for an order re- 
straining the Supervisor and Superintendent of 
Police of the Town of Lake from enforcing the 
ordinance against picnics, boxing matches, and 
other similar entertainments. The petition al- 
leges that the Bowling Club was organized for 
the purpose of raising funds for the relief of sick 
members or their families, and that it gave one 
or more picnics or balls each year. It is claimed 
that there is no more convenient place for these 
entertainments than Oswald's Garden, No. 5210 
South Halsted street. This place, the petition 
says, is in such a demand thatin orderto secure 
it for a certain date it Was necessary to make ar- 
rangements some time in advance. Accordingly 
a lease was signed March 14 for the use of the 
grounds June 2, the club binding itself to pay $100 
for the privilege. The petitioners claim that not 
only will they lose the $100 if the police enforce 
the order but that many people who have made 
arrangements to attend the picnic will be put to 
great loss ana inconvenience. Moreover, it is 
claimed, the Town Board had no statutory right 
to pass such an ordinance, which, itis claimed, 
is unconstitutional. The petitioners ask that the 
official be enjoined from interfering with the pic- 
nic next Sunday. Judge Tuley will hear argu- 
ments on the bill this morning. 


Strange Shooting Affray. 
John Wa!'sh, bartender for Maurice O'Connor 


at No. 278 West Lake street, walked into the |

MISS ANNA MURPHY’s MANY TALENTS. | 


Mi Actress, Poetess, and Painter. 
iss Anna Murphy, who has recently come 
nto considerable notoriety by reason of her 
assertion that she saw Dr. Cronin on a street- 
car the night of his disappearance, 1s an in- 
teresting young woman. This may be large- 
ly due to the fact tnat she is unusually pretty. 
She has the resplendent wealth of tawny 
brown hair that it is generally understoud 
poets rave about, and she unites with a 
charming face ana a graceful figure the 
piquant archness for which only an Irish girl 
has the recipe, ee 

Miss Murphy has achieved some fame as 
an elocutionist. An elocutionist should have, 
if a Woman, hot only talent but good looks. 
Miss Murphy is possessed of both. Conse. 
quently her pathway toward the summit of 
local celebrity bas been tolerably smooth. 
Huving evinced considerable aptitude for 
elocution when quite a small child, she was 
placed by her parents under the tuition of 
Anua Cowell Hobkirk, formerly a prominent 
teacher on the North Side. Miss Murphy’s 
development was rapid. At the fifteenth 
anniversa#®y of the Manchester niartyrs, in 
November, 1882, when she was only 15 years 
old, she recited with great success *‘Land and 
Nationhood.”” She has been on the program 
of every anniversary of the Manchester muar- 
tyrs since thattime. It would seem as if 
something were out of tune if the name of 
Miss,Anna Murphy dia not appear on the 
Manchester martyr program. It is still re- 
membered that on one occasion she was 
compelled to recite the poem of Konteaoy 
over and over four times before the enthusi- 
astic auditors would allow ber to retire. Miss 
Murphy’s string of elocutionary triumph is a 
long one. Neariyevery audience that has at- 
tended an Irish celebration during the last 
five years has heard her voice. 

She has also shown no littie ability in am- 
ateur theatricals. Perhaps her brightest 
effort was pefore the Euterpean Ciub two 
years ago in the conspiracy scene from 
*Richeheu.” She is said to have portrayed 
the character of Julie De Mortimar with an 
ability and intensity which presaged much 
for her future ; career. Miss Murphy seems 
to be gifted in more-ways than one. She cana 
paint, and paint well. The most promising 
pupil of a North Side artist, oil and water 
color studies hang on the walls of her 
father’s house at No. 236 Oak street, showing 
a feeling for Nature that woulda do credit to 
any dilettante. 

She has written a number of poems which 
also vetray the artistic instinct. The fol- 
lowing was published when the writer was 
only 14 years old: 

PRETENSE. 
I shall meet thee tonight 
With a simile and a bow, 
With a gay word or laugh 
I'll welcome thee now; 
And tho’ in its depths 
My heart it may tremble, 
What matters? Like the world, 
I have learned to dissemble, 
O heart of mine, be brave, be brave! 
Fail not till we sink within the grave! 
And then—what matters then? 
We'll sleep so peaceful there— 
Forget the world and all its care, 

Miss Murphy’s mocher died several years 
ago, leaving the burden of household respon- 
sibility and the care of two young children 
on the young woman’s shoulders. 

A touching little poem, written recently by 
Miss Murphy and entitled ‘‘*To My Mother,” 
was published in a morning paper. 


MR. BLAINE AND THE PRESIDENT. 


No Good Reason for Believing That They 
Are Notin Entire Accord, 
Wasninoton, D. C., May 28.—[{[New York 
Sun.|—Whuile the President ana te Attor- 
ney General were off on their Sunday yach t- 
ing cruise the Secretary of State and the 
Secretary of the Treasury were attending 
divine services in the church the President 


has not been seen at church before, although 
Mrs. Blaine goes every Sunday. Mr. Biaine’s 
attendanee may be attributed to the 
fact that the rush of ~obusiness at 
tne State Department is largely over. 
There is probably little more _ that 
he candoin thé way of sorting out ap- 
plications for consulates. While there is in 
the State Department a large number of ap- 
plications for appointment not yet even 
looked over, there is at the White House a 
considerable list of consular appointments 
recommeoded by the Secretary but not yet 
‘acted on by the President. The list has been 
there a good while,. but the President has 
not passed judgmenton Mr. Blaine’s recom- 
mendations. This is the foundation for the 
stories about strained relations between the 
two. 

But if Mr. Blaine’s position in the Cabiuet 
were disagreeable his intimate friends would 
have been certain to know of it, and they 
have not found if out. If there 
were any unfriendly feelings be- 
tween Mr. Bilaife and Gen. Harrison 
the President would not have given the sec- 
ond best place in the consular .service to a 
man whose only claim to consideration was 
his personal relations with the Secretary. 
That the President should have hesitated 
some time over this appointment was natural 
enough. The Liverpool consulate would 
have been gratefully accepted by men who 
bave been Senators and Governors, ana the 
President must have deliberated upon it 
some time before giving 1t toan $1,800 clerk 
who had simply been Mr. Blaine’s secretary, 
for he could have satisfied Mr. Thomas Sher- 
man weil enough with a $3,000 or $4,000 
place, and Mr. Blaine could not have com- 
plained. 

ine facts that the President is giving a 
good deal of personal attention to the 
consular selections, and that he is in 
persoval aud daily communication with 
the Samoan Commissioners, show _ that 
Mr. Blaine is not the autocrat his 
friends wished him to be and expected he 
would be. But there 1s nothing unusual 
about the situation. Mr. Lincoln revised 
the dispatches of Mr. Seward. Gen. Grant 
acted on hisown judgmentas much as on 
Secretary Fish’s advice. Gen. Garfieid di- 
rected the appointment of a Consul General 
at Berlin without consulting Mr. Blaine, and 
certainly selected other Consuls. and Mr. 
Cieveland personally directed State De- . 
partment affairs in more than one instance. 
in the niatierof appointments the recom- 
mendations of Cabinet officers Lave never 
been tinal, and no President has lefi the set- 
tlement of international questions entirely 
to his Secretary of State. It is also well 
known that Secretary Blaine has neither the 
physical vigor nor the political ambition ne 
once had. He is less aggressive and less au- 
tocratic than he once. was, and is not unwili- 
ing to take things rathereasily. +

NEEDLES REPORTS AGAIN. 


OKLAWOMA DEPUTY MARSHALS ARE 
GUILTY OF LAND GRABBING, 


A Letter to the Attorney Generalin Which 
the Facts Are Set Forth—The Marshal 
Exculpates Himself, bat the Deputies 
Are Guilty and Must Quit the Territory 
—The Chicago Medical Board—Christen- 
ing of Baby McKee—' apital Notes. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., May 31.—[Special.]— 
The Attorney General has received a second 
letter from Marshal Needles of Oklahoma. 
Some time ago Mr. Needles wrote a letter to 
the Department of Justice explaining certain 
charges made against him, but he did not 
Write as. fully as tne Attorney General de- 
Sired concerning his deputies’ conduct at the 
Opening of the Territory. The second letter 
has convinced Mr. Miller that Mr. Needles 
has inno way been guilty of appropriating 
any of the lands in Oklahoma wrongfully 
unto himself, but for his deputies the At- 
torney General cannot say as much.' From 
Needies’ communication it appears that the 
deputies appointed by the  I[linoisan 
took advantage of their official position 
and grabbed town lots and homesteads 
in an uniawful manner. Attorney General 
Miller does not hold Marshal Needles re- 
sponsible for his deputies’ actions, but will 
further investigate the charges made avainst 
them. According -to the opinion of the At- 
torney General, there are several of these 
men who will be obliged to forfeit ail claim 
to land in Oklahoma and in accordance with 
the law be peremptorily banished from the 
Territory, never to be allowedeto enter it 
again. The second letter written by Mr. 
Needles was dated at Guthrie and aduressed 
to the Attorney General. 

The letter gives the names of the deputies 
mpeg and describes the lands they laid 
cla:m to. The letter conciudes: 

I shall return to Muscogee in a few days. The 
mutter of keeping the peace here is a delicate 
one, Which requires a great aeal of caution und 
sound judgment. As the next term of our court 
at Muscogee begins June 3, I should like mach to 
turn this matter of keeping the peace here over 
to Marsbal Jones or his successor. 

Thisis the only pointin Oklahoma wherel think 
there is any great danger of the peace being vio- 
lated tu any extent. There is so much dispute 
over the ownership of property here, and so 
many conflicting interests, and the dissatisfaction 
with the doings of the City Government is so 
great among the people, thata conflict is likely 
to arise at almost any moment. Yesterday I was 
compelled to call Upon the military to disperse a 
mob that tifreatened to tear down the juil, liber- 
ate a prisoner, and mov the City Council, To 
my great satisfaction bloodshed was voided. 
We have been successful so far in preventing 
any serious disorder, and it is to be hoped that 
none will occur, 


Commissioner Tanner went to work today 
With the firm intention of selecting the doc- 
tors who will form the two new Chicago 
Medica! Pension Examining Boards. As the 
result of his examinations of papers on file, 
the Commissioner appointed but one Medical 
Examiner. This one was Dr. J. A. Lidston, 
in place of Dr. Todd, who resigned, his resig- 
nation to take effect on the a;pointment of 
his successor.

He was indorsed 
by Representative Adams. The five remain- 
ing members of the two boards wil! not be 
appointed until the firstof next week or un- 
til the Pension Bureau is in receipt of a com- 
munication from Senator Farwell giving 
further information about two or three doc- 
tors indorsed by the Congressional delega- 
tion. The Commissioner has great respect 
for une Union Veteran Club of Chicago, and 
Says that he expects to visit Chicago again 
before he dies and wants te remain friends 
with it. fm ordertodo:so heciaims that he 
is in duty bound to heed their wishes in re- 
gard to the men whom they want on the 
Medical Boards. One doctor who has been 
indorsed by wne Union Veteran Ciub Mr. 
Tanver has determined to appoint. Senator 
Furwell has strong)y indorsed: John R. Cor- 
bus, wbo is a soldier and pensioner. He will 
probably be appointed. Congressman Taylor 
has indorsed Wr. E. J. Andrews, who is 
strongly backed by the veteran element of 
Chicago and’ who will doubtless be made a 
member of one of the boards. Drs. Hollister, 
Grey, and Milier, who have been indorsed by 
Messrs. Farwel, Adams, and Mason, are 
Mr.

It having been some 
years since Maj. Corbin had duty here, it’is 
not unlikeiy that he will come East when re- 
lieved by Maj.

RASTER ON THE CRONIN MURDER, 


A German View of the Chicago Irish. 

lllinois Staats-Zeitung, May 28: Nov. 11, 
1887, three Germans and one American were 
hanged here in Chicago because they were 
the moral instigators of the heinous dynamite 


crime of May 4, 1886. It was not proven 


against one of them—yea, It was not even 
charged against any one that be himself had 
thrown the death-dispensing bomb. Their 
sentence and execution were In pursuance of 
a law existing in our State which makes the 
punishment the same for the instigator of a 
murder as for the murderers. Had the 
Anarchists been more careful in the selec 
tion of their tield of operations they could 
have found nearly thirty States in the Union 
where such a law docs not eXist, where 
Spies, Kngel, Fischer, Parsons, and Lingg, 
therefore, could not have Deen sentenced to 
death. But that is just where they made 
their wistake—they had not been so cautious. 
They had made miscalculations in their 
game, and miscaiculating t 1s to lose it! ; 

the Irish Vehmie (secret tribunal) has been 
just as imprudent by choosing Hlinois for the 
scene of the “execfition” (removal, the 
scoundrels call it; they borrowed the term 
from the murder of Garfield) which they or- 
dered. In accordance with the same law, in 
execution of waich Spies, Engel, - Fischer, 
and Parsons were hanged, —— and his 
associates in the secret tribunal would of 


| necessity also have to be hanged as soon as 


the proofs were furnished, that they had— 
not indeed murdered Cronin themselves, but 
had, in fact, instigatea the murder. 

These proofs have as yet not been com- 
pletely furnished; but almost every day 
brings new indications for tne likelihood 
that the murder of Cronin has been notoing 
else but the execution of a death sentence 
passed by the Irish Vehmic. 

Should this likelinood develop into a cCcer- 
tainty there will be nothing leftto the State’s 
Attorney, Longenecker, Dut to move against 
the leaders and members of the Vehmic with 
the same firmness with which Grivaell 
moved against August Spies and his asso- 
ciates three years ago. Then it is immaterial 
whether or not the executioner—that is, the 
actual murderer—is found’or caught; then 
the judges of the Vehmic rather, at_ whose 
bidding he acted, must be seized. Schnan- 
beit, of whom it is generally believed that be 
threw the bomb May 4, 1886, is at iiberty 
today yet, if he bas not died meanwhile; but 
those who were sentenced as the instigators 
of that deed are today partly in their graves 
and partly in the penitentiary. 

What was right for the German Anarch- 
ists let it be just for the Irish murderers. 
But by this remark we intend by no means 
to put the twoon the same level of moral 
worth. ‘The originators of the haymarket 
horror are indeed much above this Irish set 
of assassins, for they were honest tanatics 
who in their mad frenzy had declared a gen- 
eral war against the “capitalistic society” 
and their ‘*bloodhounds’’ (the police). 
Scarcely one ot them, unless this one hud 
persaps been Lingg, would have lent him- 
self to plan and plot directly the assassina- 
tion of any specific ** beast of capital’’ or ofa 
representative of the “rascaliy capitalistic 
press’’; to work months on the setting of a 
trap to butcher a single and specific man. It 
would be defaming men like Spies, Fischer, 
and Engelin their graves to declare them 
capabie of such an infamous, cowardly, dev- 
tlisu deed—whether Anarchist.or no Anarch- 
ist. But no German acts in that manner; 
only ao Irishman atthe utmost. The differ- 
ence is as marked as that between lion and 
jackal. 

But now we desire to see how the Amer- 
ican element, saturated and filthy as it is 
with the Irisn matter, will conduct itself in 
this present case. It wiil be an instructive 
observation in the moral cevelopment of the 
people—or, as they would say in Germany, 
liner in Greek: in ethnological psychology. 

For the Americans, who only speak En- 
ghsh, made upof a mixture of Celto-Angio- 
Saxon extraction, 1t is a hard piece of work 
to free themselves from the yoke of the un- 
natural condition torced upon tnem by the 
irish “patriots’’; for wherever they turn— 
‘Irish allaround!’’ it would be a matter’ of 
grim laughter if it were not almost a matter 
of despair how the ,good but short- 
sighted ‘** Burgomaster ”” Scnaack appointed 
the he-goat gardener when he charged 
the same lLrish policeman who, according to 
his own testimony (he says innocently, of 
course), assisted in the murderof Cronin, 
with the finding of the murderer! But one 
learns to think mildly of this stupidity if one 
considers how deeply our police and our 
whole municipal government is impregnated 
with this professional lrish element. 

To sum up: If the shameful murder of 
Cronin, and the disclosures which have come 
to light in consequence of it concerning the 
vile Irish gang of dynamiters and assassins, 
will have the effect that our *‘ Americans ’”’ 
will learn to be ashamed of their lick-spittle 
ways before the Irish; if they recognize that 
their only true and just allies are the Ameri- 
cans of German birth, and that the combined 
efforts of both are required to prevent that 
Chicago becomes a second New Cork (or New 
Tipperary), then Cronin has not died in vain. 


RAISED A RIO@aT COMMENCEMENT,

CHARGED WITH BUYING HIS SEAT. 


A Legislative Scandal Now Interesting the 
Peop!e of Khode Island. 

Newport, R. L., May 3l.—In the General 
Assembly this morning @ report from the 
Committee on Liections concerning the 
Block Isiand bribery cases was read. The 
report stated that seventy-tive to one hun- 
dred men were bribed to vote for John G. 
Sheffield Jr. (Republican), who nhoids the 
seat, and that $25 to $100 was paid for votes. 
The corruption revealed by the report was 
almost impossible to believe. The Republic- 
ans made counter charges against the Dem- 
ocrats of similar proceedings. With the re- 
port was a resolution that Sheffield was not 
legaily elected and not entitlea to nis seat in 
tne House, and that Christopher K. (hnamp- 
lin was entitied to che seat held by Sheffield.

FIGHTING FOR MILLIONS. 


SEEMINGLY ENDLESs CONTEST OF THE 
STEWART WILL. 


———— 


Indications That a Large Share of the Prop- 
erty Will Go to the Lawyers—Ifthe Will 
Should Be Broken Judge Hilton, with 
His Handsome Fortune, Would Be 
Ruined—Issues anil Side Issues in the 
Celebrated Case—Interesting Develop- 
ments Looked For. — 


New York, May 25.—The great Stewart 
will contest, with its distinguished and cost- 
— and wealthy 
principals, its hidden millions, and its mys- 
tery, will, within two weeks, again be in the 
courts and in the newspapers. The rumors 
of asettiement that have been going the 
rounds of the press appear to have no foun- 
dation in fact, and the chances are against 
this only mode of taking we estate out of the 
courts within a number of years. June has 
been set as the time for the beginning of the 
summing-up in the suit of Miss Rosalie But- 
ler against the will, and for weeks the Sur- 
rogate’s Court will resound with the eloquent 
and jngenious arguments of the leaders of 
the New York bar. The exact value of the 
Stewart estate has never been correctly 
stated. It has been to the _  in- 
terest of Judge Hilton to have it 
underestimated, and the contestants, 
Mrs. Sarah N. Smith, Rosalie Butler, and 
Prescott Hall Butler, have erred just as much 
on the other side ingneir published estimates. 
Twelve millions, say the counsel for Judge 
Hilton, is the entire value of ‘the estate. 
Pshaw! reply the Butlers, Mrs.. Smith, and 
the other members of the Stewart combine, 
that is only another of Hilton’s false and 
misleading statements. Multiply his figures 
by the number of fingers on your right hand 
and you will be nearer the truth. The ex- 
yeep of this apparent, mystery is this: 

f the will stands, then ufé transfer of prop- 
erty to Judge Hilton during Mrs. Stewart’s 
life-time will stand also;: if, on the otner 
hand, the allegations of fraud and undue in- 
fluence prevail, then these transfers 
will undoubtedly be set aside as ftraudu- 
lent also, and Hilton will have to ac- 
count for some twenty odd millions that now 
are heid by him. ‘here is no question, 
therefore, as tu the amount of money whica 
is in dispute—it is the larger ana not the 
smaller sum. Thirty-five millions (to take a 
Jow estimate) is a sum worth fighting for, 
and the services of tke big luwyers retained 
for the purties interested are well paid for. 
Three years of hard work has already made 
some siight inroad into the ready money of 
the various principals, and according to all 
appearances the contests have only begun. 
Whether Judge Hilton is or is not upheid, 
there is every incication that these suits, al- 
ready the most remarkable and lengthy in 
the records of tne will courts of chis country, 
will be before the public for years to come. 
lt will be a bitter fight, with sensational de- 
velopments, and the lawyers will have abun- 
dant reason to feel happy before they bid a 
final adieu to the romance and tragedy of 
the Stewarts. . 

There are three contests pending at the 
present moment—that of Rosulie Butler, a 
niece of Mrs. Stewart, and a legatee; that of 
Prescott Hail Butler, an beir-at-law, and that 
of Mrs. Smith, an heir-at-law and next of 
kin. The suits of the Butlers are both in the 
Surrogate’s Court, and bear directly upon 
the question of the validity of tne will. That 
of Mrs. Smith attacks the transfers of the 
Stewart business and the real estate mude to 
Judge Hilton by Mrs. Stewart, and makes 
unpleasant allegations as to his influence on 
the old and feeble woman. This isin the 
Supreme Court. There is a side issue, at 
present regarded as of minor importance, be- 
fore the Court of Appeals. It relates 
to the answer set. up by the 
Butlers as party defendants in Mrs. 
Smith’s suit. The general term of the 
Supreme Court has heid that such part of 
these answers as attacks the vatidity of Mrs. 
Stewurt’s will must oe stricken out, and the 
Butlers have appealed from this decision. 
How long tiis issue may retard the ultimate 
settlement of the estate is problematical. 
The abrupt ending of the suitof Rosalie 
Butier surprised nearly every one, including 
Joe Choate. That remarkable and astute 


‘lawyer bad taken but little part in the case 


up to that time, having left the court work 
toajunior partner. Occasionally he would 
come into the court-room and listen with a 
sardonic smile upoyg his mask-like counte- 
nance that was almost Mephistophelean in 
character. He was. waiting for two things, 
and he was disappointed in each. He ex- 
pected to get achance to cross-examine the 
witness introduced by Hiilton’s side, and he 
also thought he would have an opportunity 
to fish out testimony from Hilton himself 
which might be.of value in the other pend- 
ing cases. 

Hilton, however, did not goonthe stand, 
nor did he put ou any witnesses except the 
six subscribing witnesses to the will. From 
the stand point of the disinterested observers 
this was a pity, as there would unquestiona- 
bly have been some highly interesting devel- 
opments under the relentless cross-examina- 
tion of Choate, and some dark colored views 
of the relations between the wealthy, arisio- 
cratic Hilton and the lame oid woman, buried 
in her magoificent Fifth avenue mansion, 
would have been added to the present collec- 
tion. : 

It was witha clear ideaof these possibili- 

ties that Hilton and his counsel agreed 
unanimously not to introduce any evidence 
otner than the proof of the will. If it had 
not been for the highly important discovery 
by ex-wJudge Leslie W. Russeliof the com- 
bine by the Smiths, tne Clinch girls, and the 
Butlers, this plan on the vart of Hiiton could 
not have been carried out. The agreement 
of these heirs to stand by each other whether 
tne will stood or fell had been made secretly, 
and Hilton’s counsel had not the slightest 
suspicion of its existence until Mrs. Prescott 
Hail Butler went on the witress stand. She 
had a legacy of $200,000 under the will, and 
had filed an answer in each of the suits sus, 
tainmg it. Her examination had been almost 
concluded When it struck Judge Russell that 
she would never voluntarily have given her 
testimony, which was damaging to Hilton 
and the will, unless she was indemnified 
against possible loss by the breaking of the 
will. 
Ip the minds of Hilton’s counsel, at least, 
this. proved the crisis of the case. Some of 
the contestant’s most important. witnesses 
were ruled out as interested parties, and the 
standing of the contestant herself was al- 
tered. While, however, Hilton may con- 
gratulate himself upon this advantuge, the 
agreement also makes possibie a resuit less 
favorable to him. In the first place, it nulli- 
fies that clause of the will which declares 
that any legutee who contests the will shall 
thereby forfeit his or her legacy. All the 
legatees but the Cathedral, wh ich means 
Judge Hilton, and Charles J. Clinch, Mrs. 
Stewart's favorite nephew, being included in 
the agreement, such shares as the co utestants 
might iose will be made good out of the 
larger shares that will fall to their copart- 
ners in the agreement. 

if, on the other hand, the will is broken, 
Judge Hilton wilt probably be completely 
ruined. He will not oniy have to surrender 
his prospective share in the estate but will 
have, eventually, to make restitution for the 
properties whicl?, the contestants allege, he 
cajoied the confiding Mrs. Stewart out of. 
As he would have to pay interest since the 
time the properties came into his possession, 
all his private fortune would be swept away, 
and he would be lett in debt to a large extent 
besides. 

Up to the present time there are 18,000 
folios of testimony in the case of Rosalie 
Butier against the will. Printed it will make 
ten volumes of 700 pageseach. There never 
has been a will contest in this country in 
which the evidence was so voluminous, and 
yet the proponents introduced only six wit- 
nesses, who all testified briefly to one fact. 
Although Judge Hilton’s counsel profess 4@ 
desire to bave the cases disposed of speedily 
—that 1s, within three or four years—yet the 
indications are that it wiil pass into legal his- 
tory as anolner interminabie case, with a 
goodly share of the property in the hands of 
the jawyers. More delicate tegal questions 
have already arisen than in any will case 
ever betore the courts of this country. 
Whether the true story of the causes. that 
led jonely. innocent Mrs. Stewart to make 
her peculiar testament willever be divuiged 
is another auestion which time aione Can an- 
swer. ,

THE BEHRING SEA CLOSED. 


Sir John Macdonald Says It Is a Claim That 
| Cannot Be Maintained. 

MONTREAL, Que., May 20.—The city has 
been considerably excited all day by a belli- 
cose telegram from Victoria, B. C., to the ef- 
fect that the British fleet in the Pacific 
waters had been ordered to leave June 15 for 
Behring Sea to protecc Canadian sealers in 
those waters. The dispatch declares that 
the people of British Columbia tully antici- 
pate @ rupture between Great Britain and 
the States, and much excitement prevails, 
This dispatch was shown to Sir John Macdon- 
ald at the Windsor this morning, and the 
Te commended it as a good newspaper 

‘Suppose the Canadian fishing vesse's are 
molestea ?’’ 

“It is not likely they will be molested out- 
side of the three mile limit.” 

“But Canadian schooners have been 
molested and are now under seizure.” 

“Yes,” Sir John ‘admitted, * Canadian 
vessels have been seized and condemned by 
tne local tribunals, but I think the United 
States Government must know that the pre- 
tension about Behring Sea being a mare 
clausum put forward by the American press 
cannot be maintained.”’ ‘ 

“Ought not the Government to demand 
redress for these seizures?” 

“The Canadian Government made repre- 
sentations to the Home Government imme- 
diately and thé Imperial Government took 
immediate action by calling the attention of 
the United States Government to these 
seizures. fhe negotiations are now going on 


and I trust will be brought to an amicable 


conuciusion.”’ 

The Star, which has been taking an ad- 
vanced position on this Behring Sea squabble, 
has another strong article tonight and Closes 
& practical demand for war by saying: 

It would be idle to say that the dispatch of 
American and British warships to Behring Sea 
has nota flavor of gunpowder about it. ‘fhe 
United States Government is sending its fleet to 
Sec tnat Canadian sealers do not carry oa their 
operations in waters assumed to be American 
because of the purchase of Alaska from Russia. 
The British fleet is being sent to see that Cana- 
dian sealers are not molested while engaged in 


+} their legitimate pursuits. 


Who 1s to draw the line as te when these Cana- 
dian sealers are in the limit and when they are 
not? If the line cannot be determiued upon by 
cool headed diplomatists sitting in their offices 
it is hardly to be expected that it will be deter- 
mined upon without difficulty by commanders of 
rival Warships, with fuil power to act on the 
Spotas the necessities of the case may require. 
If trouble should arise in Behring Sea the United 
es Government will have itself to blame 

or it. 

Secretary Blaine is pursuing what his friends 
call a spirited foreign policy, and they are ap- 
plauding his success in the Samoan negotiations 
of the Berlin Conference; We shall see whether 
he intends to press his absurd contention thatan 
opeu sea can be declared closed at pleasure and 
the vessels of nations which do not happen to 
beur the American fiag warned off its broad 
Waters as if they were poachers or pirates. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—On the appli- 
cation of Secretary Windom orders have 
been telegraphed to the commandant of the 
navy-yard at Mare Island, Cal, to furnish 
the revenue cutter Rush with one or more 
Gatling guns. The Rush leaves tomorrow 
for Behring Sea, and in anticipavon of 
trouble with the illicit sealers 1t was deemed 
advisable to increase her urmament as much 
as possible. . . 

It was expected that one of the Gatlings 


‘belonging to the Iroquois would be loaned to 


tne cutter, but as this ship expects to sail 
within a few days also, it was decided not to 
take any of her battery. A couple of Gatling 
guns belonging to the old flagship Hartford 
have been secured, with the necessary 
amount of ammunition required. The reve- 
nue cutters are only armed with small how- 
itzers, which, in case of any disturbance in 
the sealing waters, would be powerless for 
any effective service. ,

SALOONKEEPER PAYS $3,500, 


Mrs. Sankey Sues Daniel MeMahon and 
Ald. Powers, the Keeper and Owner of 
a Saloon Where Her Husband Got His 
Final Drink — More Litigation About 
Tickers—A Novel Method of Exchang- 
ing Transfer Deeds of Property—Other 
Legal Itemea. 

Mrs. Rose Ann Sankey recovered a verdict be- 
fore Judge Grinnell yesterday of $3,500 against 
Daniel McMahon, a saloonkeeper at No. 150 
North Halsted street, and Ald. John Powers, the 
owner of the building in. which the saloon is 
located. Mrs. Sankey sued under the Dram- 
shop act for $5,000 damages for the death of her 
husband. Sankey, it was shown, became intox!- 
cated in McMahon's saloon Dec. 25, 1887. Leav- 
ing the saloon he boarded a street-car, and, in 
his intoxicated condition, fell from the platform 
beneath the wheels, sustaining injuries from 
which he died three weeks later. A motion for 
a new trial was entered by the defendants’ attor- 
neys. : 

George M. Hurd, a stock and grain broker in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, with a branch office 
in Chicago, secured an injunction from Judge 
Yuley restraining the Board of Trade and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company from deny- 
ing him market quotations.

“The Reproach of Annesley,’”’ just con- 
cluded in the May number of Murray’s Maga- 
gine, and at once issued in beok form in 
England and America, is the strong story 
with which Maxwell Gray (Miss Uttiet) fol- 
lows her remarkable novel * The Silence of 
Dean Maitlana’’—a novel destined to grow 
in the estimation of the public and probably 
in the future outrank ‘*Robert Elsemere of 
after the fictitious popularity of the latter, 
due to pulpit advertising, shail have given 
place to the reduced estimate of impartial 
criticism. Perhaps the worst that can be 
said of Miss Uttiet’s second story is that it Is 
somewhat too suggestive of her first suc 
cessful work, though in reality the‘two are 
strong, individual, and distinct, and the 
~ yeserved torce of the author is quite as 
‘apparentin the second as in the first, and 
@ugurs a tuture not less brilliant than her 
first story promised. 

Were it not for a few touches that could as 
well have been avoided, and the story been 
the stronger for the omission from au 
artistic point of view, the second story wouid 
not suggest the first except m exquisite de- 
scription and strong, wasterful deaiing with 

‘the great universal thenies, love and passion, 
loyalty and honor, and the ewig weibliche which 

Goethe calis the saving ingredient of human 
nature. But to object to the reappearance of 

tiiese would be much as if one were to object 
to the sameness of sunrises, the monotony of 

the universal summer green, or lack of 
variety in the newly fallen snow. 

Readers of “The Silence of Dean Mait- 
land’ will recall the brooding expectancy, 
the dark mysterious shadows of a coming 
future that gave a kind of terrible 
fascination to tke opening chapters of that 
remarkabie story, only hightened by the 
vivid poetic charm .of description which 
seized upon the reader with the first para- 
graph and held his interest to the strong 
dramatic close. The same Rembrandt shad-

— proach of Annesley” and the reader is op- 
pressed with an indefinable sense of coming 
disaster. He feels rather than hears the 
muffled steps of Fate and sees the sky slowly 
darkening like a sky of doom as the curse of 
Gledesworth draws to its fulfillment:

The second story is pernaps equally tragic, 
bat it does not appeal so strongly to the read- 
er’s sympathies, and after the discovery that 
Paul Annesley 1s not dead, but ‘“‘mewed in 
stonen: celle’’ of a monastery, and thus the 
curse of Gledesworth bas been broken, the 
reader begins to feel that things have not 
turned out as badly as he had been ied to ex- 
pect, and that he might bave been leit to 
enjoy more fully the subtle poetic charm of 
the story.

W. Blackburn discusses 
“The Dritt Toward Annexation,” and W.S 
Litsipfan article on * The Ethics of YPoli- 
tics’? combats the idea that the people must 
be considered as the exclusive perennial 
source of all powers and alli rights, and holds 
that there is an absolute standard of right 
and wrong ruling throughout the universe, 
and that civilization 1s first and before all 
things ethidal in this higher sense. Dr. 
Henry D. Chapin indicates “he preventabie 
causes of poverty, and holds that poverty 1s 
especially dangerous to social order under 
Democratic institutions. Leonard Woolsey 
Bacon’s article on ‘*Cheap Academic Tities”’ 
is especially timely, but the mills of our col- 
leges and universities that, unlike the mulls 
of the gods, grind fast and coarse will no 
doubt turn out their June grist of A. M.’s, 
D. D.’s, and LL. D.’s as usual. 

Current Literature completes its second vol- 
ume with the June number, and enters on its 
second year with assurance of continued 
appreciation. It has a large tield all to itself, 
and if itdoes not gather into its monthly 
collection all that 1s worthy of preservation

Frances Hodgson Burnett, by its title gives fair 
warning toits readers not to expect a theolog- 
ico-politico-scientitic-moral treatise on the man- 
agement of the universe with a thread of love 
running through it hke a rose brier through a 
hedge of thorns. Like love itself it ignores 
all other themes, and not even a murmur of the 
working, suffering, every day world intrudes, 
Love's own roses and tempests, chiefly the lat- 
ter, are its theme. Ana after all one is not sal- 
istied. Lisbeth,’ the heroine, repels at the out- 
set, and notwithstanding the author's atvempt 
to reconcile her readers to her she never wholly 
succeeds, though we are continually reminded 
of the ‘*magnificent,” “dusky,” ‘cloud-iike 
masses of her hair’’; her **dove-colored hands, 
her eyes ‘‘strange,"’ * soft,” “dark,” “like mid- 
night in the sunshine,” **dense,”’ ** mysterious, 
* supercilious,”’ ‘* sparkling.”’ “immense,” etc., 
under ‘“‘biack brows and lashes” that were ‘a 
wonder of beauty.”’ Against all these attrac- 
tions it is useless to offer resistance, anf Hector 
Anstruthers, at the age of 23, is vanquished, re- 
jected, and scorned. ‘Taree years pass by, and 
through the opportune death of arich relative 
Hector rises to bea biasé man of the world, a@ 
dilettante artist and art critic on the Cyvic, when 
the “ young potentate’’ again meets the heroine, 
and this time easily vanquishes her by the aid of 
“a mustache—long, silky, brown, beauteous. 
There are some fine touches in the book, Dut 
most of it is in bad literary taste and in conspicu- 
ous contrast to the charming * Kathleen Mavour- 
neen”’ by the same author. (Philadelphia: T. 
B. Peterson & Brothers.) 

The third volume of Chambers’ Encvyclo- 
pedia, new edition, extends from “Cata” to 
* Dion” and includes maps of China, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Dakota, Delaware, and Denmark, 
Twenty-two of the arcicles are copyrighted by 
J. B. Lippincott Company in the United States. 
We notice Chicago is pronounced Shekah-go—a 
fact that will be of interest to tne greater part of 
the people of this city, who have been pronoun- 
cing it wrong for solong. The picture given of 
Chicago is not flattering, as a short quotation 
will show: “Chicago is also a city of churcno 
buildings, yet it contains fewer church-going 
people in proportion to its population than any 
other American city. Ail the places of 
amusement—theatres, concert hails, dime 
museums, summer gardens, etc.—are crowded 
with the working classes Sunday; and in the 
summer season the pleasure steamers are loaded 
with excursionists. All Sunaay laws have been 
repealed and the day is one of general festivity.” 
Further on in the same article it is said: ** The 
sewerage of the city is emptied, by a canal con- 
necting the Chicago and Lliinois Rivers, into the 
Mississippi, and tnence to the Galf of Mexico.” 
From all which information it will be seen that 
the writer of the article has taken warning from 
the fate of other articles in encyclopwdias about 
Chicago, most of which Chicago outgrew before 
the encyclopedias were completed. Had he put 
down Chicago asthe second city of the United 
States with a population of over one million ne 
would not have been left behind by the next 
census. Notwithstanding bis liberal allowances 
his article will share the fate of other encyclope.- 
dias on Chicago in being antiquated before the 
encyclopedia is complete. The revised 
Chambers promises to retain for this weil known 
encyclopwdia its well deserved piace as a work 
of reference. (William & Robert Chambers, 
London and Edinburg.
